Tension rises as Iraq insists on its stand 

Bedouns set up protest camps at Iraq-Kuwait border; Iraqi troops said 12kms from frontier 


Combined agency dispatches 

THE MILITARY build-up in 
the Gulf continued Sunday as 
Iraqi troops were reported 
closer to the border with 
Kuwait and American forces 
were being rushed to the 
emirate amid confusing sig- 
nals over the latest twist to 
the Gulf crisis that began 
when Iraq invaded Kuwait 
four years ago. 

Kuwait moved die bulk of 
its 18,000-strong army to its 
northern border while Bagh- 
dad proclaimed “the right to 
take any measures” to defend 
itself against a foreign “plot” 
to crush iL 

The United States, which 
already bad troops and ships 
on the move, has also sent a 
massive contingent of air 
force and navy attack aircraft 
to the Gulf region. Defence 
Secretary William Perry said 
Sunday. In addition, a British 
frigate, HMS Cornwall, ar- 
rived off Kuwait City Sunday 
morning. 

“All m all, this is a formid- 
able military force,” Mr. Per- 
ry said. 

U.S. officials reported that 
the movement of 20.000 Re- 
publican Guards towards the 
Kuwaiti border had raised 
the number of Iraqi troops in 
the area to 64,000. Some 700 
tanks were also deployed or 
heading south. 

Pentagon officials said 
Sunday that Iraqi troops were 
continuing to gather near the 
border, rat did not provide 
numbers. 

Baghdad insists the troop 
movements do not threaten 
Kuwait. But while within 
Iraq's rights, the deployment 
of troops near the Kuwaiti 
border has elicited a quick 
response from countries chas- 
tened by Iraq’s surprise inva-

ances and under any pre- 
text,” said an official state- 
ment. 

“While it declares its con- 
tinued sympathy with the Ira- 
qi people and their right to 
life, security and stability, 
guaranteeing human rights 
and free from suffering, the 
Kingdom stands firmly

Israel urges more Syrian moves 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — 
Israel called for more 
confidence-building mea- 
sures from Syria as U.S. 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher arrived on Sun- 
day at the start of a new 
Mideast peace mission. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin welcomed Syrian 
Foreign Minister Farouk Al 
Sharaa’s first interview with 
Israel Television, officials 
said. 

“Hie feet that Sharaa gave 
an interview to an Israeli 
journalist is a step in the right 
direction,’* the officials 
quoted Mr. Rabin as telling 
his cabinet. 

But Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Yossi Beilin said the gov- 
ernment. was looking for 
Mr. Christopher to obtain 
more gestures fro pm Damas- 
cus following the interview. 

“The development is quite 
important although it's not 
enough,” Mr. Beilin told 
Voice of Israel radio. 


“Sharaa was an important 
step forward although there 
were some questionable parts 
of tire interview,” Mr. Beilin 
said. 

“Now we need to see some 
more confidence-building 
measures.” 

Mr. Rabin also noted that 
Mr. Sharaa had said nothing 
new. 

Israeli officials have called 
for a summit between Rabin 
and Syrian President Hafez 
AI Assad. 

But Mr. Sharaa dismissed 
such an encoutner as “drama- 
tic, theatrical and prema- 
ture” before the conclusion 
of a peace treaty. 

Israel and Syria was “clos- 
er than ever,” Mr. Beilin 
said, but added, “the break- 
through is not something that 
happens on one visit. It's ar\ 
ongoing process.” 

Mr. Sharaa promised 
Israelis a new era of peace in 
return for a withdrawal from 
the Golan Heights in an in- 


terview from Washington, 
which was broadcast Friday. 

“We have done all that is 
necessary in order to con- 
vince... that peace is coming 
and we are not wasting our 
time,” he told Israelis. “We 
have as much interest in 
peace as you. 

“The faker the withdrawal 
from the Golan takes place, 
the faster the fruits of peace 
will appear.” 

“I think the common de- 
nominator between Israel 
and Syria has still not been 
formed... it is now in the 
hands of the Americans to 
bridge the gaps that are still 
there and which are still quite 
wide,” Mr. Beilin said. 

Mr. Rabin has proposed a 
token Israeli pullback on the 
Golan followed by a three- 
year trial period of full nor- 
malisation of relations before 
any significant withdrawal, 
which would be put to a 
referendum in Israel.

Cedras, Biamby may resign today 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (Agen- 
cies) — - Haiti’s military lead- 
er Lieutenant General Raoul 
Cedras and army Giief of 
Staff Brigadier General Phil- 
Kpe Biamby will resign their 
posts on Monday at about 10 
a.m.. a source close to the 
Haitian army said on Sunday. 

He also said it appeared 
the two would leave the 
country and provisional Pres- 
ident Emile Jonassaint would 
resign on Monday but that he 
could not confirm either 
event. 

”1 can tell you that it is 
confirmed that both General 
Biamby and General Cedras 
will resign from their posts 
tomorrow,” said the source, 
who asked not to be named. 

He said second in com- 
mand Brigadier General 
Jean-Claude Duperval would 
take control of the military. 
Exiled President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, due to re- 
turn to Haiti on Saturday, 


named Gen. Duperval to re- 
place Gen. Cedras in Decem- 
ber 1993 and has given no 
indication he would withdraw 
the nomination. 

Asked if Gen. Cedras and 
Gen. Biamby would leave the 
country, the source said, “It 
scans so” but that could not 
be confirmed.” 

He said he could not con- 
firm Mr. Jonassaint would 
also resign Monday, but said, 
“it is probable.” 

CNN also said Gen. Ced- 
ras will resign Monday and 
will be temporarily replaced 
by Gen. Duperval. 

Hie news network said 
Gen. Biamby would also res- 
ign and be replaced by Col- 
Valmond. 

The White House did not 
make any comment Sunday 
on the CNN report. 

On Saturday, a group of 
Haitian military officers 
travelled to Washington to 
meet with Mr. Aristide, who 


summoned the officers to 
help prepare his return to 
Haiti, U.S. officials said. 

One member of the milit- 
ary triumverate that deposed 
Aristide in a bloody Sept. 30. 
1991 coup, Port-au-Prince 
police chief Joseph Michel 
Francois, has already fled 
Haiti for the Dominican Re- 
public. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher said he 
could not confirm that Gen. 
Cedras would resign on Mon- 
day but was confident he 
would go by an Oct. 15 dead- 
line. 

“I can't confirm as to when 
Gen. Cedras is leaving, but... 
I am confident that he and 
Gen. Biamby will be leaving 
on or before the 15th,” he 
said when asked about re- 
ports that Gen. Cedras would 
quit on Monday.

cy, Petra, after the meeting. 

He said the two sides 
would tackle economic and 
administrative issues on 
Monday. 

Yasser Abed Rabbo, 
minister of culture in the 
PNA who led the Palestinian 
side to the meetings, said: 
“Several pending issues need 
more coordination and dis- 
cussion with a view to en- 
hancing bilateral relations.” 

Mr. Abed Rabbo conceded 
that there were differences in 
views but said' they were only 
nonpal. “We are keen on 


starting a frank dialogue that 
would strengthen our com- 
mon interests," he said.

“The prevailing feeling is 
that we have to act” to end an 
international embargo im- 
posed on Baghdad after its 
August 1990 invasion of 
Kuwait, one Baghdad resi- 
dent told AFP. 

“It is a question of dignity. 
Iraq has cooperated with the 
United Nations but after four 
years nothing has changed,” 
he said. 

“The embargo is still as 
crushing and poverty even 
bleaker.” 

Iraq warned it would cease 
cooperation with the United 
Nations if it was dissatisfied 
with a report scheduled for. 
Monday on its compliance 
with Gulf war ceasefire re- 
solutions, which ordered the 
elimination of its weapons of 
mass destruction. 

Baghdad says it has met its 
commitments and sanctions 
should be lifted. 

Iraq's economy has been 
crippled by the embargo and 
rations of some baric food 
stuffs were recently slashed 
by up to half.

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Tehran protests EU invitation to Rushdie 


NICOSIA (R) — Iran, in a 
protest to German Foreign 
Minister Klaus Kinkel, has 
said an invitation to British 
author Salman Rushdie to 
meet European Union (EU) 
foreign ministers, was a ges- 
ture against Muslims. 

The official Iranian news 
agency IRNA said the protest 
was made by Iranian Ambas- 
sador to Germany Hussein 
Mousavian over the invita- 
tion to Mr. Rushdie, who was 
ordered killed by the late 
Iranian spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini because of per- 
ceived blasphemy in his novel 
“the satanic verses." 

IRNA said on Saturday 
night that Mr. Mousavian, in 
a letter to Mr. Kinkel, said 
the invitation was considered 
by the world Muslims “not 
merely as support for Rush- 
die himself, but as support 
for the anti-Islam irrever- 


The German foreign minis- 
try said on Wednesday the 
EU bad decided to offer Mr. 
Rushdie a meeting with fore- 
ign ministers of its so-called 
troika — current EU Presi- 
dent Germany, its predeces- 
sor Greece, and Germany's 
successor France. 

Mr. Mousavian called on 
the EU to revise its decision 
on Mr. Rushdie which would 
“damage the image of 
Europe ui the Islamic” states, 
the agency said. 

Indian-born Rushdie has 
been in hiding since 1989 
when Ayatollah Khomeini 
condemned him to death for 
alleged baspbemy. 

The German newspaper 
Tageszeitung said on 
Wednesday the German air- 
line Lufthansa refused to car- 
ry Mr. Rushdie because it 
considered him a security 
risk. 

British Airways has a 
standing ban on carrying Mr. 
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Rushdie as a passenger for 
security reasons. 

A news magazine reported 
Saturday, Iran uses its 
embassy in Bonn as the Euro- 
pean headquarters of its sec- 
ret services, directing from 
there attacks on dissidents. 

The weekly Spiegel, quot- 
ing from what is said was a 
report by German intelli- 
gence, said Tehran's secret 
service officials in the embas- 
sy in Bonn appeared re- 
sponsible for the murder of 
four dissident Kurdish lead- 
ers in a Berlin restaurant in 
September 1992. 

Four Iranians and a 
Lebanese man are standing 
trial for the slaying and pro- 
secutors have implicated 
Iran's intelligence in the 
attack. 

Iranian agents based in the 
embassy monitor about 
100,000 Iranians living in 
Germany and also try to infil- 


trate Turkish organisations, 
Spiegel said in excerpts of an 
article appears in its Monday 
issue. 

There are about 600 
Iranian-controlled companies 
in German-speaking coun- 
tries that are used for “sensi- 
tive activities,” Spiegel said. 

Iranian agents are also 
Dying to obtain technology 
for the production of atomic, 
chemical and biological 
weapons, the magazine said. 

The secret service bead- 
quarters are based on the 
third floor of Iran's embassy 
in Bonn, with six offices and 
a co mmunicati ons room re- 
served for Tehran's secret 
service agents, Spiegel said. 

Twenty of the embassy’s 
staff work for Iran's secret 
service, and some of the 
other 70 embassy employees 
also occasionally work for 
Tehran's intelligence, the 
magazine reported. 


Saudi councils set up to 
monitor Islamic affairs 


RIYADH (AP) — King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia has set 
up two councils of govern- 
ment officials and theolo- 
gians to curb the spread of 
Islamic fundamentalism at 
home and promote the Mus- 
lim faith abroad. 

A royal decree on Saturday 
announced the creation of 
the Council of Daawa and 
Guidance, headed by Islamic 
Affairs Minister Abdullah AI 
Turki. Daawa means a global 
campaign to promote the 
faith. 

The council will have eight 
other ^members including 
senior" mosque preachers, 
deans of Islamic universities 
and officials from the justice 
and Islamic affairs ministries. 

Mr. Turki also is a member 
of a more powerful council 
the king set up earlier this 
week under the leadership of 
his brother. Defence Minister 
Prince Sultan Ben Abdul 
Aziz. 

The councils were formed 
after a recent crackdown on 
Muslim fundamentalists cam- 
paigning for stricter adher- 
ence to the Islamic faith in 
tiie already puritanical king- 
dom. 

The government said some 
110 “agitators” with links to 
“suspect groups abroad” had 
been arrested in the unpre- 
cedented sweep in Buraydah, 
capital of the northwestern 
AJ Qasim province. 

Saturday's decree said the 


Council of Daawa and Gui- 
dance will set plans for prom- 
oting Islam and deal with 
spiritual aspects linked to 
Daawa, including the choice 
of mosque preachers and ele- 
vating the standards of 
preaching. 

The functions of Prince 
Sultan’s council, however, 
have not been spelled out. 

But Mr. Turki, the Islamic 
affairs minister, said its crea- 
tion reflected “the care that 
King Fahd accords to Islamic 
affairs and issues of Muslims, 
minority Islamic communities 
and Islamic centres" abroad. 

Officials said Prince Sul- 
tan's team will report Erectly 
to the King. It will probe the 
spread of randamentalism in 
the Kingdom, implement an 
educational reform program- 
me to prevent the brain- 
washing of youths by extrem- 
ists and work for reconciling 
the kingdom with govern- 
ments critical of its adherence 
to Islamic law. 

The council also will moni- 
tor missionaries and dona- 
tions sent abroad to set up 
Islamic centres, they said. 

The two councils will oper- 
ate separately from the ex- 
isting Supreme Council of 
Islamic Ulema. 

Saudi opposition groups 
have been campaigning 
against the Saudi ruling fami- 
ly, accusing it of despotism 
and human rights abuses.

In another drug- incident, 
IRNA said an Iranian man, who had swallowed 125 bags 
containing a total of 1.5 kilogrammes of opium, was 
arrested at Zafaedan airport in the Sistan-Baluchestan 
province, which borders Pakistan. It did not say when the 
incident occurred or give the detainee's name. Iran has 
reported that security forces seized some 74 tonnes of 
narcotics in a six-month sweep that began in March. 

Iraqi envoy denies MK’s assertion 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Iraqi Ambassador to Jordan Noun 
Ismail Al Weiss has described as baseless a statement by 
Israeli Member of Knesset (MK) Talab Al Sanaa that he 
had made a request to the Iraqi embassy here to visit Iraq. 
In a statement to the Arabic daily Al Dust our, Mr. Weiss 
said Mr. Al Sanaa had neither called nor approached the 
embassy for a visa. “The embassy has no knowledge of the 
subject he is talking about; nor has it received any request 
from him nor from any party to which he belongs to visit 
Iraq,” the ambassador said. 

Government promise to help Kurds 

TUNCELI (AP) — The government on Saturday promised 
to provide aid to Kurds who fled their villages in eastern 
Turkey, but declined to acknowledge that the villages were 
razed by Turkish troops. Deputy Premier Murat Karayal- 
cin visited the eastern province of Tunceli to look into 
reports that several villages were horned down by troops 
for allegedly proriding shelter to Kurdish rebels. “We wfll 
provide the necessary assistance for the accommodation of 
the villagers who had to leave their villages,” Mr. 
Karayajdn said in a speech at the town of Ovadk in 
Tunceli. However, local people expressed disappointment 
for his refusal to acknowledge the army's role. “We 
explained to Karayaltin dearly that forced evacuations 
were the work of the army,” Musa Yerlikaya, the mayor of 
Ovadk, told the Associated Press. “Karayaldn and other 
offirials met our statements with silence.” Mr. Yerlikaya 
said. Mr. Karayaldn did not visit the evacuated villages. 

Afghan general killed in fighting 

ISLAMABAD (R) — An Afghan army general was killed 
fighting opponents of President Burhanuddin Rabbani on 
Friday, the offidal Kabul Radio said. General Amir 
Mohammad, an army commander in die northern province 
of Kunduz, was killed in a “face-to-face battle” with 
opposition militias,” the broadcast, monitored in Islama- 
bad, said. The anti-Rabbani militias are controlled by 
Prime Minister Gulbuddin Hekmatyar and northern war- 
lord General Abdul Rashid Dostum. 

Uganda sends Sudanese observers home 

NAIROBI (R) — Uganda ordered Sudanese military 
oberveis off its territory on Saturday, marking another 
increase of tension between states which each suspect the 
other of aiding its rebel enemies. A Foreign Ministry 
statement broadcast on Radio Uganda accused Khartoum 
of supporting the Lord's Resistance Army, a rebel Christ- 
ian sect trying to overthrow President Yoweri Museveni. 
The observers were stationed across the border in 1990 to 
allay Sudanese concern that southern rebels were getting 
aid through Uganda. “While Uganda is interested in 
maintaining cordial relations with all its neighbours, it will 
not sit back and allow anyone to take advantage of its 
peaceful gesture to destabilise it and endanger the lives and 
property of its people,” said the ministry statement. 
Uganda made a formal protest to Sudan on Friday against 
what it said were hostile activities and a smear campaign by 
the government in Khartoum. 

Rain destroys houses near Khartoum 

KHARTOUM (AFP) — Torrential rains have destroyed 
over 700 bouses, four public schools, a health centre and 
some public buildings in Duroushab suburb, some 20 
kilometres north-east of here, witnesses said Saturday.

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Princess Basma urges more awareness 
of Arab women’s roles in workforce

AMMAN — Creating aware- 
ness about the significance of 
women's roles, and creating 
awareness amongst women 
themselves to encourage 
them to ascertain their roles 
and participate in supporting 
the development process are 
necessary elements of enforc- 
ing the existing framework of 
cooperation among Arab 
countries, said Her Royal 
Highness Princess Basma 
Sunday. 

Presiding over the tripar- 
tite symposium on the prob- 
lems of women workers in 
Arab countries. Princess Bas- 
ma said women in Arab 
countries constitute half the 
□umber of the total popula- 
tion, which means that 
women share the same re- 
sponsibilities and rights do- 
main as Arab men, and the 
same responsibilities in the 
domain of care and services. ' 

The Princess cited the . 
weak participation of women 
in the labour force, stressing 
that this regional problem 


should be eliminated. 

“Although Arab women 
' have enjoyed full educational 
opportunities, stfll, their con- 
tribution in the labour mar- 
ket remains minimal,'* she 
said addressing a packed 
room at the Philadelphia 
Hotel. 

“This indicates that large 
percentages of the women's 
force in Arab countries is idle 
and not utilised,” she added. 

Moreover, Princess Basma 
said she considers this sympo- 
sium as the first stage for 
governments and non- 
governmental organisations 
(NGOs) to follow, “to keep 
pace with the new interna- 
tional development concepts, 
and to ascertain our indi- 
vidual and collective efforts 
which fall into the develop- 
ment of our countries and 
people.” 

Minister of Labour, Khalid 
Ghzawi who also addressed 
the attendees, said this con- 
ference will help discuss the 
labour problems women face 
in this region and contribute 
to what women can do to 
improve their status in the

The murder victim,

UNRWA teachers, labourers plan sit-in, 
demand better pay, working conditions 


WHAT’S GOING ON

AMMAN — Committees 
representing teachers, and 
labourers employed by the 
United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency (UNRWA) 
plan a several-hour sit-in at 
UNRWA headquarters 
Wednesday to press de- 
mands for better pay and 
working conditions, 
according to Hussein 
Hreithan, head of the 11- 
member teachers commit- 
tee. Mr. Hreithan told the 
Jordan Times Sunday that 
the two committees have 
already sent a petition to 
the agency’s commissioner 
general, liter Turkmen, in 
Vienna through UNRWA 
Affairs Director m Jordan 
Ele Saaf, and submitted a 
copy of their demands con- 
tained in the letter addres- 
sed to Mr. Turkmen to 
Asem Ghosheh, head of 
the Palestinian Affairs De- 
partment in Jordan. 

He said if the sit-in fails 


to achieve positive results, 
the two committees are 
planning further such de- 
monstrations, possibly 
teacher's strikes. 

The two committees re- 
jected a JD 10 cost of living 
allowance promised to 
agency staff last month, 
saying the amount was in- 
sufficient and covered only 
grades 1-11. They demand 
that a UNRWA freeze on 
’ labour staff appointments be 
repealed and more teachers 
be appointed to agency 
schools where, the commit- 
tees maintain, classrooms 
are congested with up to 60 
students. 

The committees demand 
that social workers, be 
appointed to each of the 
201 agency schools in Jor- 
dan and that UNRWA -di- • 
nics retain more doctors 
and nurses to cope with die 
increasing number of pa- 
tients. 

According to the petition 
sent to Mr. Turkmen, the 
agency can meet these de- 


mands by paying from the 
difference in the exchange 
rate of the U.S. dollar 
against the Jordanian di- 
nar. 

To explain, Mr. Hreithan 
said that in 1987 UNRWA 
paid a total of $47,877,063 
to cover the salaries of all 
agency staff in Jordan, but 
in J991 it paid only 
$35,877,000 because of the 
devaluation of the dinar 
and so it has been saving 
more than $12.5 million 
annually. 

Asked to comment on 
the demands, Mr. Saaf 
admitted that some of the 
classrooms were congested 
and that there was a freeze 
on the appointment of 
labourers, but he told the 
Jordan Times that a com- ■ 
mittee is studying the situa- 
tion while the agency is 
employing temporary 
workers to carry out ser- 
vices. 

After completion of the 
study and a decision has 


been taken on the employ- 
ment of permanent staff, 
the agency would readily 
comply with the commit- 
tee’s decision, said Mr. 
Saaf. 

Noting that the agency 
currently suffers from a $43 
million deficit in its 1994 
budget, Mr. Saaf said that 
the agency can neither hire 
more teachers nor offer the 
staff additional salary in- 
creases in view of the finan- 
cial constraints, which , he 
said, are beyond his admi- 
nistration’s control. 

For his part. Director of 
the Palestinian Affairs De- 
partment Asem Ghosheh 
said that this matter con- 
cerns the agency and its" 
staff. 

But, he said, his depart- 
ment would be willing to 
try to bridge the gap be- 
tween the two sides and 
convene meetings if that 
would help to end differ- 
ences and avert sit-ins or 
strikes. 


Jordanian and Pakistani 
businessmen plan projects 


Seminar to review means 
to help disabled women 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jorda- 
nian and Pakistani business- 
men Sunday discussed estab- 
lishing a sugar factory and 
animal feed processing plant 
in Jordan as joint ventures 
for which primary materials 
would be imported from 
other countries. 

The two sides also discus- 
sed prospects of exporting 
Jordanian-made drip irriga- 
tion equipment and pesti- 
cides to Pakistan. 

The businessmen, who met 
at the Amman Chamber of 
Industry, said in a statement 
afterwards that they discus- 
sed joint ventures in general 
with particular attention to 
food and textile industries. 

The said they agreed on 
following up on the imple- 
mentation of these schemes 
through the chamber in coop- 
eration with the commercial 
attache at the Pakistani 
embassy in Amman. 

The Pakistani trade team 
led by Mohammad Siddik 
Alfi, was accompanied on a 
tour of the chamber’s perma- 
nent exhibition of Jordanian 
industrial products and later 
on visits to several factories at 
the Sahab Industrial City 
near Amman. 

According to the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, quoting 
chamber sources. Pakistan's 
exports to Jordan in the first 


haif of 1994 were worth 
JD 14 million against JD 1.5 
million worth of Jordanian 
exports to Pakistan. 

Pakistan’s main exports to 
the Kingdom consisted main- 
ly of rice, textiles, industrial 
oils, sugar and sugar by- 
products as well as leather 
goods. 

The Pakistani team, which 
is on a five-day visit to Jordan, 
is expected to hold talks at 
the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade. 

Meanwhile the Federation 
of Jordanian Chambers of 
Commerce announced Sun- 
day that a U.S. trade delega- 
tion is due in Amman on Oct. 
17 for meetings with Jorda- 
nian economic and business 
sectors to discuss trade. 

Federation Chairman 
Haidar Murad said that dis- 
cussion will cover invest- 
ments in Jordan since numer- 
ous American companies 
lately expressed interest in 
investing in tourism, services 
and production fields. 

Noting that Arab and fore- 
ign trade teams have been 
coming to Jordan in the wake 
of the Kingdom's signing of 
the Washington Declaration 
with Israel, Mr. Murad said 
that prospects of peace and 
incre^ed trade activities with 
countries of this region have 
been encouraging such visits. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — In an 
effort to address the issues of 
integrating disabled Arab 
women into society, the Eco- 
nomic and Social Commis- 
sion for Western Asia 
(ESCWA) is organising a 
three-day regional seminar 
on “the Role of the Family in 
Integrating Disabled Women 
into Society,” an ESCWA 
statement said Sunday. Co- 
sponsors of the seminar are 
the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fond (UNICEF), the 
Ministry of Social Develop- 
ment the Genera] Union of 
Voluntary Societies in Jor- 
dan, the Regional Centre for 
the Rehabilitation and Train- 
ing of Blind Girls, and the 
Jordan Sports Federation for 
the Handicapped, said the 
statement. 

Held under the patronage 
of Prince Raad Ben Zeid and 
Princess Majida Raad Ben 
Zeid, the seminar will take 
place at the Royal Cultural 
Centre from Oct. 16 to 18. 

According to an ESCWA 
spokesperson, the seminar 
aims at providing a forum for 
disabled women and experts 
to assess the nature and ex- 
tent of social integration of 
Arab disabled women and to 
draw up action-oriented 
guidelines for promoting 
their integration into society. 
Included in the seminar will 


be substantive presentations, 
discussions and demonstra- 
tions in the form of plenary 
and working group sessions 
covering the following topics: 

— The extent and nature 
of the problem of disabled 
women and children in the 
ESCWA region, with par- 
ticular emphasis on their 
socio-economic characteris- 
tics and the level of their 
social integration. 

— Childhood disability and 
the role of the family in terms 
of prevention, early interven- 
tion and rehabilitation. 

— The role of grass-roots 
NGOs, 

Seminar participants in- 
clude disabled women and 
men. families of disabled 
women, regional and interna- 
tional experts on the issues, 
representatives of major non- 
governmental organisations. 

The seminar is being held 
in fulfillment of Economic 
and Social Council Resolu- 
tion 1991/21 on disabled 
women, which recommended 
that focal points in the Un- 
ited Nations system for the 
advancement of women and 
disability issues (including 
ESCWA and UNICEF) 
cooperate more closely in 
their efforts to give con- 
tinuing attention to issues in i 
involving women with disabi- , 
lilies. 


Potash company raises foreign capital

AMMAN — The Arab 
Potash Company (APC) 
announced it has sold at least 
7.5 million shares of 10.9 
million shares placed on in- 
ternational bourses in July. 

This is the first time that 
the Kingdom’s second largest 
mining company sought fore- 
ign capital. 

Although APC is still waiting 
for figures from the sale, 
APC is optimistic that an 
shares win be sold, said 
Suhair Gammota, an APC 
spokesperson. 

The stock issue, which 
closed Saturday, offered the 
shares at par value of JD 1 
and a premium of JD 5 as' 


approved by the government, 
which also authorised the 
company to invite foreign in- 
vestors. 

The par value proceeds of 
the new issue were absorbed 
into the APC capital, raising 
it to JD 83.31 million from 
JD 72.45 million. 

The rest of the proceeds 
would be used to finance 
several expansion projects 
planned by the APC, whose 
main production is potash, 
extracted from the Dead Sea 
waters. 

Proceeds from the sale will 

be channelled into two major 
APC projects. 

The APC plans to reinvest 
in the Jordan Industrial Dead 

Sea Company — a holding 


company in which APC holds 
51 per cent of JD 60 million 
capital — to implement the 
exploitation of Dead Sea 
minerals along with the Jor- 
dan Investment Corporation - 
(JIC), the Soria! Security 
Corporation (SSC), Jordan 
Phosphate Mines Company 
(JPMC) and the private sec- 
tor. 

The bolding company Is en- 
trusted with implementing sever- 
al mining projects including bro- 
mine and bromine derivatives, 
magnesium oxide, potassium sul- 
phate and dkakium phosphate, 
and industrial salts. 

The remainder of the proceeds 
will be channelled into an expan- 
sion project begun in the begin- 
ning of the year aimed at increas- 
ing productivity. 


According to Ms. Gammoh, 
the APC expects to increase pro- 
ductivity from ! .8 million tonnes 
to 2.2 million tonnes by 1998. 

Ms. Gammoh said the bulk of 
foreign investment comes from 
British and European companies 
via Baring Securities, a British 
holding company. 

“I think that Jordanian Social 
Security Corporation ISSCl is 
considering buying shares.” she 
added, “and we expect the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates (UAE) and 

Qatar will also be buying.” 

The Islamic Development 
Bank of Saudi Arabia, the Arab 
Mines Company and the govern- 
ments of Jordan. Syria, Leba- 
non, Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait constitute 90 per cent of 
ail APC shareholders. The re- 
maining shareholders are Arab 
nationals.

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■ Di Mambro 
among dead 


GENEVA (Agencies) — 
Joseph Di Mambro, the lead- 
er of the Order of the Solar 
Temple doomsday sect, has 
been' identified by family 
members as being among 48 
dead found in two Swiss vil- 
lages' last week, Swiss Televi- 
sion 'reported Sunday. 

The television station, 
which quoted several sources 
who had seen the corpse, said 
Mr. ’ Di Mambro's death 
would soon be confirmed 
officially by pathologists. 

“Josepn Di Mambro is 
dead," Television Suisse 
Romande (TSR) reported. 
“A member of his family who 
arrived from France has 
clearly identified the body of 
the man considered to be the 
number one in the Order of 
the Solar Temple. 

Mr. 1 Di MambTO, a French 
Canadian of around 70 years 
of age, is said to have been 
the mastermind of the sect. 
Swiss police have issued an 
international arrest warrant 
in his name on charges of 
murder and arson. 

The television station said 
it had been told by another 
member of his family that 
Mr. Di Mambro’s body was 
“easily identifiable." 

The body of Luc Jouret. 
Mr. pi Mambro's charisma- 
tic sidekick who wooed new 
members into the sect, has 
not yet been identified, but 
TSR said police now had Mr. 
JourJt’s dental records and 
would be able to check 
whether he was among 25 
who 1 ' died in the village of 
Granges Sur Salvan or 23 
who died in a farmhouse near 


Fribourg. 

Autopsies an 48 cult mem- 
bers suggest that at least 
some did not commit ritual 
suicide but were murdered, a 
lead investigator says. 

Among 23 victims found at 
the farm in the western Swiss 
village of Cheiry, some were 
shot repeatedly in the bead, 
then hooded with plastic bags 
while another was pumped 
full of bullets, investigative 
Judge Andre Piller said 
Saturday. 

Those, bodies were found 
Wednesday along with 25 
others found inside three 
challets in another village. 

All the deaths and five 
more in Canada are believed 
to be linked to the cult. 

“There’s a Teal disarray. 
We don’t understand any 
more just how the drama 
took place.” Judge Piller 
said. “We have a lot of work 
to do.” 

“Someone or a group of 
people went completely 
berserk” at the farm, he said. 

“One person had two bul- 
let holes in the head but no 
boles in the plastic bag on the 
head. Another had three bul- 
let holes in the head and one 
bullet hole in the plastic 
bag,” be said. 

One body had eight bullet 
wounds to the head. “That 
was certainly homicide.” 

Asked if all those found at 
the farm were murdered, he 
said: “We can’t exclude 
that.” 

Some of the bodies at the 
farm were found lying in a 
circle and some victims were 
dressed in robes, leading in- 


vestigators to speculate that 
the group committed ritual 
suicide. 

The investigation’s scope 
widened Saturday with the 
discovery of an elaborate in- 
cendiary bomb at a villa used 
by the cult in southern 
France. The bomb was simi- 
lar to die ones used to set 
fires at cult houses in Switzer- 
land and Canada, Judge Fil- 
ler said. No one was at the 
villa near Toulon, and French 
authorities defused the 
bomb. 

The bomb consisted of bot- 
tled gas fuel containers con- 
nected to electrical wiring 
that could have been deton- 
ated by a telephone signal, 
sources close to the French 
investigation said. 

In Morin Heights, Quebec, 
Canadian police said Satur- 
day that three family mem- 
bers whose bodies were 
found Thursday in a house 
co-owned by Mr. Di Mambro 
and Mr. Jouret were killed 
.several days before fire des- 
troyed it- 

Police think two other 
charred bodies found in the 
house Tuesday and believed 
to be linked to the cult were 
those of adults who commit- 
ted suicide. 

Identification of the most 
severely burned could take 
weeks. Of the 23 bodies 
found at the Swiss farm, only 
13 had been identified. Judge 
PiBer said. Medical identi- 
fication of the 25 bodies 
found in three burned chalets 
used by the cult in Granges- 
Sur-Salvan was to begin this 
week.

Amnesty: Australia’s reputation is at riskl Angolan peace talks remain on hold 


SYDNEY iR) — The human 
rights group Amnesty Inter- 
national Sunday said Austra- 
lia's credibility - as a champion 
of human rights was at risk 
because of its foreign policy 
of "quiet diplomacy" in Asia 
and Continuing domestic hu- 
man “rights abuses. 

Amnesty International 
Secretary ’ General Pierre 
Sane_ specifically questioned 
Australia's commitment to 
human rights in Indonesia, 
currently a major economic 
target toy. the Australian, gov- 
ernment. . 

He. also said Australia's 
belief that economic prosper- 
ity would inevitably lead to 
improvements in" human 
rights was flawed, citing Sing- 
apore. Malaysia and South 
Korea as prosperous econo- 
mies .were “authoritarianism 
precludes the full enjoyment 
of basic civil and political 
rights.-” 

“Australia speaks con- 
fidently of the success of its 
quiet diplomacy approach to 
human rights,” Mr. Sane said 
at a news conference at the 
beginning of a five-day visit. 

“But where is the evi- 
dence. The facts just do not 
support the assertion. And if 
that is the case then you must 
surely ask whether your cur- 
rent human rights policy, on 


Indonesia at least, may not 
be built on sand,** he said. 

Mr. Sane rejecred the 
claim by Australian Defence 
Minister Robert Ray during a 
visit to Indonesia in July that 
there had been immense im- 
provements in human rights 
in Indonesia in the past few 
years. 

“We recognise Australia’s 
commitment and the active 
diplomatic efforts this gov- 
ernment pursues." Mr. Sane 
said. 

“However, we do have 
some concerns as to how that 
commitment is being trans- 
lated into effective foreign 
policy on human rights. This 
is particularly true in the case 
of Indonesia and East 
Timor." he said. 

“Certainly there have been 
some institutional changes, 
some positive signs. But 
Amnesty’s research leaves 
not a shred of doubt that the 
real task of human rights 
reform simply hasn’t hap- 
pened.” 

Indonesia annexed East 
Timor following a bloody in- 
vasion in 1975 and continues 
to fight a few hundred guer- 
rillas who demand independ- 
ence for the former Portu- 
guese province. In 1991 In- 
donesian troops opened fire 


on protestors m a cemetery 
in the East Timor capital 
Dili, killing up to 200 people. 

Mr. Sane said the “pati- 
ence" at the heart of Austra- 
lia’s policy on human rights in 
Asia is based on the danger- 
ous assumption that econo- 
mic development leads to 
better human rights. 

“I think this argument is 
dangerous," Mr. Sane said.* 
“ft is a one-sided reading 
of history. It is saying that 
similar political liberties were 
granted to people in the de-‘ 
veloped world, inr -countries 
like Australia, automatically. 
We know that those liberties 
were the result of struggles.” 
Mr. Sane also said that 
such a policy may give the- 
wrong message to regimes 
under pressure to improve 
their human- rights record. 

Mr. Sane said there was no 
evidence that human rights 
concerns were central to Au- 
stralia's policy of integration 
into Asia. 

Mr. Sane also said that 
Australia's human rights 
reputation was at risk at 
home, citing the treatment of 
aborigines, the prolonged de- 
tention of asylum seeking 
Asian boatpeople and anti- 
homosexual laws in the island 
state of Tasmania. 


LUSAKA (R) — UNTTA 
rebels said Sunday talks to 
end Angola's 20-year civil 
war were far from concluded 
and negotiations were sus- 
pended until the middle of 
the week while the govern- 
ment delegation consulted 
leaders in Luanda. 

UNITA spokesman Jorge 
Valentim said the rebels’: 
negotiating team had post- 


poned travelling to its own 
headquarters in Huambo, 
central Angola, for a meeting 
that was originally scheduled 
for Oct. 10-13 to ratify peace 
proposals. 

“We cannot go to Huambo 
because we have to wait for 
the government to come back 
from consultations in Luan- 
da,” he told Reuters. 

“We can only resume the 


negotiations next Wednes- 
day.” 

Sources close to the U.N.- 
mediated talks say the two 
sides, which have been meet- 
ing in the Zambian capital of 
Lusaka since November, 
were close to completing a 
protocol for a peace accord 
and an agreement could be 
signed before the end of 
October. 


U.S. Congress adjourns amid gridlock 


WASHINGTON (R) - Con- 
gress adjourned Saturday un- 
til after the November elec- 
tions after abandoning 
attempts to overcome Re- 
publican efforts to stall major 
bills designed to dean up die 
legislature’s image among vo- 
ters. 

Members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives 
will return at the end of 


November to vote on the 
world trade treaty reached by 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
and approval is expected. 

The House adjourned ear- 
ly Saturday morning and the 
Senate adjourned Saturday 
afternoon after giving final 
approval to a bill turning 
much of California’s desert 
into a national wilderness 


park. 

But other unfinished bills 
are dead until the next ses- 
sion of Congress begins in 
January. 

The final days of the 103rd 
Congress were rent by in- 
creasing partisan rancour as 
Senate Republican repeated- 
ly stalled action on measures 
supported by President Bill 
Clinton. 


Fujimori announces bid for re-election 



LIMA (R) — President 
Alberto Fujimori, buoyed by 
a strong popularity rating, 
announced Saturday night 
that he will seek a second 
term in Peru’s elections due 
next April. 

“I confirm by participation 
in the 1995 elections because 
I am sure this process of 
national reconstruction has 
the support of the vast major- 
ity of the Peruvian people,” 
Mr. Fujimori said in a visit to 
a poor neighbourhood in cen- 
tral Lima. 

He said he would officially 
register his candidacy Sunday 
for a race which already 


drawn about a dozen candi- 
dates, including former U.N: 
Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar. 

If no candidate gains a 
majority in the April vote, a 
second round will be beld in 
June. 

Mr. Fujimori, the 56-year- 
old son of Japanese immig- 
rants who rose from obscurity 
to beat renowned novelist 
Mario Vargas Llosa in 1990 
elections, enjoys a popularity 
rating of about 65 per cent, 
more than four years into his 
five-year term. 

An agricultural engineer 
by training, Mr. Fujimori im- 
plemented a tough economic 


reform programme which 
slashed inflation and restored 
Peru’s creditworthiness with 
the international financial 
community. 

“We can’t interrupt this 
process of reconstruction,’’ 
Mr. Fujimori said in an address 
to cheering supporters in the 
Barrios Altos district. 

The most controversial 
move’ of his administration 
was his April 1992 imposition 
of emergency rale. He clos- 
ing the Congress and de- 
clared the justice system in 
reorganisation, saying the 
move was necessary to crush 
a Maoist insurgency and im- 
plement economic reforms.

Diana’s 

adultery 

LONDON (R) — Britain’s 
royal family suffered fresh 
humiliation when a Sunday 
newspaper alleged inteUi- 
gence services filmed Prin- 
cess Diana having sex with a 
cavalry officer and Prince 
Charles blamed his father for 
childhood hell. 

The News Of The World 
said army surveillance expert 
Glyn Jones claimed he filmed 
Princess Diana and kiss-and- 
tell Major James Hewitt 
making love in the garden of 
Maj. Hewitt’s home in west- 
ern England. 

“Hewitt and Diana weren’t 
wearing very much,” he said. 
“First they were kissing and 
cuddling. Then things got 
really steamy.” 

A book about the couple’s 
alleged five-year affair was 
published last Monday, send- 
ing out shockwaves winch in- 
creased demands for Prince 
Charles to divorce Princess 
Diana and even renounce his 
claim to the throne in favour 
of their son William, 12. 

The News Of The World 
also said that in a book out 
next month Prince Charles, 
who confessed in June to 
adultery, would portray his 
father Prince Philip as a cold, 
domineering man who made 
his childhood a misery. 

Prince Charles, 45, spirt up 
almost two years ago from 
Princess Diana, the glamor- 
ous woman he married in a 
fairy tale ceremony in 1981. 
The couple can get a no- 
nonsense divorce from De- 
cember but have given no 
indication yet that they will 
do so. 

Mr. Jones, a colour 
sergeant who left the army 
last year, said a Royal 
Marines major ordered mm 
to stake out Maj. Hewitt's 
home in Ebford, Devon, in 
1988 on what be thought was 
an anti-terrorist operation. 

Marines in his team hid in a 
hedge and ditch after setting 
up video cameras and plant- 
ing a microphone in the gar- 
den, he said. 

Mr. Jones, coordinating 
the mission from a nearby 
van, told the paper he sat 
stunned as his men reported 
that Princess Diana and Maj. 
Hewitt had come out into the 
garden and were making love 
half-naked in the autumn 
evening air. 

He said the Royal Marines 
major pulled the team oat, 
took away all the video and 
audio tapes of the encounter 
and warned die men to say 
nothing about what had bap- !

BUDAPEST (R) — Russia 
launches a diplomatic offen- 
sive at a pan-European con- 
ference starting Monday, 
with Moscow hoping to avoid 
isolation and maintain a key 
role in security issues on the 
continent. 

The Conference on Secur- 
ity and Cooperation in 
Europe (CSCE), which 
groups the United States and 
Canada with all European 
states, opens a review confer- 
ence in Budapest that will 
lead to a s ummi t of leaders 
from the 53 member nations 
in December. 

At issue is whether the 
CSCE, touted as the leading 
forum for bringing a new age 
of cooperation ana peace af- 
ter the Berlin Wall fell almost 
five years ago, can deliver on 
its promise. 

Like other institutions in- 
cluding NATO and the Euro- 
pean Union, the CSCE has 
failed to prevent or end new 
conflicts like the war in Bos- 
nia. Critics regard it as little 
more than an ineffectual talk- 
ing shop on .human rights 
issues. 

Hungary, hosting the 
meeting, says the organisa- 
tion is still needed because it 
includes all European states 
and that it now has a more 
realistic view of its own fu-. 
tore. 

“By now we probably 
reached the level that we ran 
assess... our possibilities

crisis," the head of Hungary's 
CSCE delegation, Istvan 
Gyannati, sard Friday. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei Kozyrev, however, 
has put forward proposals for 
the Budapest meeting that 
would — if accepted by other 
members — transform the 
institution into Europe's 
dominant security organisa- 
tion. 

Moscow has proposed 
establishing a U.N. -style 
Security Council within the 
CSCE that would have the 
power of veto over actions by 
other European bodies such 
as NATO. 

By establishing a hierarchy 
with the CSCE at the top. 
Russia would therefore retain 
a powerful voice in European 
security. 

Diplomats say Russia is 
worried that it could other- 
wise be left out of key deci- 
sions since it has little chance 
of joining NATO or the 12- 
natron European Union. 

Russia’s fears of isolation 
were reinforced last week 
when an international panel 
of experts delivered a damn- 
ing indictment of its legal 
system and protection of hu- 
man and minority rights. 

The panel concluded that 
Moscow was unfit to join the 
32-nation Council of Europe, 


a body which promotes 
democracy and human rights 
and which is widely regarded 
as an antechmaber to mem- 
bership of the European Un- 
ion. 

However, the Russian 
proposals in Budapest are un- 
likely to be accepted, since 
the CSCE works only 
through consensus — some- 
thing many diplomats say is a 
great weakness of the system. 
Because it is difficult to get 53 
countries to agree. 

Major Western powers are 
unwilling to subordinate 
NATO to the CSCE because 
that would curb their free- 
dom of action. 

Moscow’s former satellites 
in Eastern European are also 
suspicious of its motives. 
They originally backed the 
CSCE as the future of secur- 
ity but are now more in- 
terested in finding shelter by 
joining NATO and the EU as 
soon as possible. 

In addition, Russia wants 
tbe Budapest meeting to 
hand over formal responsibil- 
ity to Moscow for peacekeep- 
ing duties in troubled former 
Soviet republics tike Georgia 
and Tajikistan. 

But many CSCE members 
want strict controls and over- 
sight of any mission ran by 
Moscow — an idea Russia 
has so far opposed . 

Germany and the Nether- 
lands have also put forward a 


proposal for beefing up the 
CSCE by getting member 
states to use its conflict re- 
solution mechanisms first, 
before turning to the United 
Nations or other bodies. 

The CSCE, which grew out 
of a 1975 East-West confer- 
ence in Helsinki that focused 
on human rights, has small 
offices in Prague, Warsaw 
and the Hague as well as 
headquarters in Vienna. 

But it has virtually no 
permanent staff, no military 
structure and a tiny budget — 
just $18 million this year. 

Those who defend the 
organisation say it never re- 
ceived real backing from key 
Western governments and 
that its role, however limited, 
has been important in reduc- 
ing tension by sending low- 
key diplomatic and observer 
missions to areas of tension. 

Small monitoring missions 
have been sent to the Serbian 
province of Kosovo, the for- 
mer Yugoslav Republic of 
Macedonia, Estonia, Lat- 
viaa, Georgia and Nagorno- 
Karabakh and officials say 
they have helped to defuse 
tensions there. 

But tbe CSCE has been 
bypassed by other organisa- 
tions such as NATO and the 
United N ations in 
peacekeeping, even though 
the last summit in 1992 
carved out a new role for it in 
that area.

Caffeine can be 
addictive— study 

CHICAGO (AFP) — Coffee 
drinkers can become 
addicted to caffeine and suf- 
fer withdrawal symptoms 
when they stop, though the 
health risks are not serious, 
researchers said Tuesday. 

The Johns Hopkins Universi- 
ty study, published in the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association, said 
caffeine addiction should be 
regarded as “a clinical syn- 
drome.” Nine of die 11 adults 
in die study (82 per cent), 
who consumed either coffee 
or soft drinks with caffeine, 
showed withdrawal symp- 
toms when given a placebo 
instead of caffeine. Others 
reported headaches, fatigue 
or “functional impairment in 
normal daily activities,” toe 
report said. “Physicians 
should advise patients who 
experience adverse effects 
from caffeine (such as anxie- 
ty, palpitations, sleep dis- 
turbance, gastrointestinal 
symptoms or compulsive use) 
to taper off consumption," 
toe journal said in an edito- 
rial accompanying tbe study. 

“If such patients are unable 
to reduce their caffeine in- 
take, toe possibility of caf- 
feine dependence mould be 
considered and support to 
abstain from caffeine should 
be provided.” Tbe report 
said an estimated 80 per cent 
of U.S. adults regularly con- 
sume significant amounts of 
caffeine, but did not attempt 
to determine how many 
might be addicted.

SARAJEVO (R) — The Un- 
ited Nations resumed its air- 
lift into Sarajevo Sunday as 
aid officials scrambled to re- 
plenish depleted food stocks 
in tiie Bosnian capital before 
the harsh Balkan winter sets 
in. 

Stocks had dropped peri- 
lously low after Bosnian 
Serbs effectively closed the 
airport on Sept. 22 by thre- 
atening to shoot down any 
planes Hying to land. 

Tbe first plane in, an 
American C-130 from Anco- 
na, Italy, landed at 8 a.m. 
(0700 GMT), a U.N. official 
said. 

“We have a full schedule 
today with 20 UNHCR (U.N. 
High Commissioner for Re- 
fugees) flights and two UN- 
PROFOR (U.N. Protection 
Force) flights expected," the 
official added. 

The Serb blockade crip- 
pled U.N. efforts to supply 
Sarajevo’s 380,000 people 
with food. Bakeries and 
warehouses said their stocks 
would last only a few days. 

The UNHCR halted aid 
flights to Sarajevo Saturday 
after two U.N. military 
planes were hit on the run- 
way Friday. 

The resumption of the air- 
lift comes at a time of soured 
relations between the UN-

Strong 
aftershock 
causes 
brief panic 
in Japan 

TOKYO (R) — A powerful 
aftershock m the area of 
northern Japan damaged by a 
major earthquake last week 
caused brief panic and tidal 
wave warnings as far south as 
Tokyo Sunday. 

The 7.3 Richter scale tre- 
mor struck at 4.56 p.m. (0756 j 
GMT) in the Pacific Ocean 
off Japan’s northern Hok- 
kaido island. Tbe Japan , 
Meterological Agency kept 
tidal wave warnings in effect 
for two hours. 

A 7.9 quake last Tuesday 
caused significant damage in 
the area, including Russia’s 
nearby Kurile Islands, where 
op to 10 people died. 

The tidal wave warnings 
covered Japan’s Pacific 
Ocean coast from the north- 
ern part of Hokkaido down 
to Shizuoka prefecture, be- 
tween Osaka and Tokyo. 

The Meteorological Agen- 
cy said it had received no 
reports of casualties or dam- 
age. 

Russia said the quake was 
felt in its southern Kurile 
Islands but it had no NHK 
public television urged resi- 
dents to stay away from 
coasts when the latest tre- 
mour hit. 

“Huge tidal waves could 
hit the area all at once.” 
NHK said. 

But the danger passed and 
shortly before 7 p.m. the 
agency announced: “Now we 
have no fears of Tsunami 
(tidal waves).’’ 

After last Tuesday's 7.9 

? uake, tidal waves of up to 
73 cm (six ft) lashed 
Nemuro port in eastern Hok- 
kaido. They fizzled out in the 
Pacific before reaching the 
Hawaiian Islands and Central 
America. 

Railway officials said to- 
day's quake briefly paralysed 
rail traffic in eastern Hok- 
kaido, 850 kilometres north 

of Tokyo. 

Hokkaido is the most- 
sparsely populated of Japan's 
four main islands with farm- 
ing and fishing the main in- 
dustries. 

“Today’s earthquake 
occurred in the same area as 
the one which hit northern 
Japan Tuesday,” an agency 
spokesman said. “Therefore, 
we believe it was part of a 
series of aftershocks felt in 
the area since last Tuesday." 

“There will be more after- 
shocks for the time being 
although probably minor 
ones," he said. 

Japanese authorities said 
Sunday that more than 1,500 
people were hurt in Tues- 
day’s earthquake in the 
southern Kurile Islands while 
300 people were injured in 
Hokkaido. 

Seismologists regard north- 
ern Japan as a region of huge 
quakes. 

An earthquake measuring 
7.8 which nit Hokksidc in 
mid-July last year killed some

U.N. special envoy 
Yasushi Akashi denounced 
the Serb violation of an Aug. 
14 Serb-Muslim agreement to 
stop sniping in and around 
the city, as a “flagrant and 
deliberate attack on civi- 
lians." 

The 12-minute fusillade on 
three city trams and pedes- 
trians Saturday was probably 
the most serious single attack 
on civilians in Sarajevo since 
the Serbs pulled back their 
heavy weaponry last Febru- 
ary to avert NATO air 
strikes. 

It followed warnings by the 
separatist Serbs of reprials 
for Thursday's killing of 16 
Serb soldiers and four female 
medics in a government 
attack on a Serb army post 
that appeared to violate a 
U.N. demilitarised zone 
(DMZ). 

Witnesses saw some vic- 
tims hit several times in the 
barrage from Serb hillside 
positions on an exposed 
Sarajevo boulevard known as 
“sniper alley.” 

Doctors said six of the 
wounded, including boys 
aged 14 and 16, were badly 
injured. Five other children 
were less seriously wounded. 

In a mountain meadow 
south of Sarajevo, Serb 
Orthodox priests intoned 
dirges as two brothers killed 
in the Muslim ambush were 
buried, watched by over 100 
Serbs, mostly soldiers fresh 
from the front and stfli in 
mud-splattered fatigues. 

Bosnian 1 Serb authorities 
said the attack was a mas- 
sacre and a war crime. But 


U.N. officials have retracted 
their original allegation that 
the Serb bodies bore signs of 
mutilation. 

Bosnian President Aiija 
Izetbegovic demanded an 
apology from U.N. envoy 
Akashi saying he slandered 
government forces. Mr. 
Akashi declined. 

Aiming to salvage relations 
with the Bosnian govern- 
ment, UNPROFOR Bosnia 
commander Lieutenant- 
General Sir Michael Rose de- 
□ied Sunday he had 
threatened its Muslim-led 
forces with NATO air strikes 
unless they left the Sarajevo 
DMZ. 

But U.N. soldiers, backed 
by NATO planes, continued 
to scour the snow-covered 
DMZ on Igman and Bjelasni- 
ca mountains, ejecting Bos- 
nian government troops and 
blowing up their bunkers. 

The Bosnian Serbs accused 
government forces of blatant- 
ly violating the DMZ in 
Thursday’s attack and said 
UNPROFOR, whose troops 
patrol the DMZ, had done 
nothing about Bosnian army 
transgressions. 

An escalating cycle of 
military provocation and re- 
taliation fuelled by bad faith 
that has stalled steps towards 
peace in Bosnia has been 
tearing at the fabric of a U.N. 
security zone around 
Sarajevo for two months. 

Gen. Rose was quoted in 
Sarajevo's leading daily 
newspaper, Oslobodjenje, as 
saying: “I am not threatening 
and I would certainly not 
threaten with air strikes a 


recognised member of the 
U.N., which is the BH 
(Bosnia- Herzegovina) gov- 
ernment” 

Each side in the Bosnian 
war complains the U.N. is 
biased against them. 

Maintaining strict neutral- 
ity in a conflict where one 
side (the Bosnian Serbs) is 
consistently named in U.N. 
resolutions as the aggressor 
against a sovereign state is a 
virtual impossibility, as Gen. 
Rose acknowledged in his in- 
terview. 

“It is a fact that we as the 
U.N. cannot be impartial, 
because this is about a recog- 
nised member of the U.N. 
who has been attacked and 
whose nation has become a 
victim,” be said in Oslobod- 
jenje. 

“However, purely tech- 
nically speaking, peacekeep- 
ers have to maintain a dia- 
logue for one reason only — 
to keep the peace process 
moving. The fact we’re hav- 
ing a relationship with tbe 
other side as a middleman in 
the peace mission does not 
mean we are against the legal 
Bosnian government." 

Gen. Rose and his U.N. 
peacekeepers came under 
heavy criticism from Sarajevo 
media over the weekend after 
snipers opened fire on city 
trams Saturday. 

Critics say U.N. 
peacekeepers on an anti- 
sniping patrol in the vicinity 
of the shooting failed to re- 
turn fire and took cover as 
injured victims crawled to 
safety or were helped by civi- 
lians. 


Rival’s shadow hangs over Major 
before Conservative Party Conference 


LONDON (R) — Just when 
British Prime Minister John 
Major looked poised to 
launch a political comeback 
at this week's Conservative 
Party conference after a year 
of disasters, his chief oppo- 
nent has dazzlingly upstaged 
him. 

A powerful performance 
by new Labour leader Tony 
Blair at his party conference 
last week monopolised the 
headlines, and had commen- 
tators crowning him as next 
prime minister, even though 
the next general election 
could be 2 l /z years away. 

Now, instead of confident- 
ly taking centre stage at this 
week’s Bournemouth confer- 
ence to fire up party faithful 
with the message that the 
economy is picking up and 
government policies are com- 
ing good, Mr. Major will be 
dogged by comparisons with 
Mr. Blair. 

The Sunday Telegraph 
newspaper, a traditional bas- 
tion of Conservative Party 
values, summed up Mr. Ma- 
jor's problem. 

“The Conservatives are 
cudgelling their exhausted 
brains to think of how to 
counter Mr. Blair,” it said in 
its editorial. 

Before tbe youthful Blair 
stole the limelight, Mr. Ma- 
jor was looking set to bring 
back some sparkle to his im- 
age, tarnished by a series of 
scandals, policy U-turns and 
gaffes. 

His year began badly. His 
rallying cry of “back to 
basics" at last year’s confer- 


ence turned into a public rela- 
tions disaster after a series of 
sexual scandals involving 
senior Tories. The party was 
trounced in local elections. 

The tide began to turn with 
better than expected results 
in European Parliament elec- 
tions and Mr. Major is now 
claiming credit for an impro- 
ving economy and for prog- 
ress in efforts to bring peace 
to Northern Ireland. 

But there is still little joy in 
opinion polls. 

After 15 years of Con- 
servative rale, voters appear 
to want a change. Mr. Ma- 
jor’s party lags 20 points be- 
hind labour in the polls — 
and more trouble lies ahead. 

Recent interest rate rises 
and a warning by Chancellor 
of the Exchequer (Finance 
Minister) Kenneth Clarke 
not to expect tax cuts soon 
have unsettled grassroots 
supporters used to attacking 
Labour on the economy. 

A poll for the British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) showed a majority of 
people felt healthcare had 
been worsened by govern- 
ment reforms of the National 
Health Service. 

Even its own supporters 
judge a government crusade 
against crime to be a flop, 
according to a Sunday Ex- 
press poll, and believe 
Labour now has the best poli- 
cies on law and order — 
traditionally a Tory vote- 
winner. 

The barrage of criticism 
over the government’s law 
and order policies seems cer- 


tain to ensure an ugly recep- 
tion in Bournemouth for be- 
leaguered Home Secretary 
(Interior Minister) Michael 
Howard, leaving Mr. Major 
anxiously casting about for a 
theme to fire up party faith- 
ful. 

There has been no sign so 
far of a tory secret weapon: 
Ministers looked set to con- 
centrate their fire on Mr. 
Blair’s lack of experience and 
the narrow defeat of his 
efforts to dump Labour's 
constitutional commitment to 
nationalisation — a vote he 
will almost certainly reverse 
next year. 

Trade and Industry Secret- 
ary Michael Heseltine. in a 
BBC interview Sunday, dis- 
missed Mr. Blair’s confer- 
ence performance as "a lot of 
glitzy phrases" and sought to - 
reassure followers by con- 
fidently predicting the Tories 
would win the next election. 

He dismissed the party’s 
poor opinion poll showings as 
a standard mid-term reaction 
brought on by the recession. 
As the economy picked up, 
he added, voters would re- 
turn to the fold. 

Many within the party do not 
share his optimism. 

Sir George Gardiner, a 
leading Tory right-winger, 
told the BBC" the government 
had to act drastically to win 
back Labour's poll lead. 

"We have forfeited our 
reputation as the low tax 
party... The key is to start 
bringing taxes down." he 
said. 


Rwanda border raids 6 possible 


GOMA, Zaire (Agencies) — 
Hardline elements among re- 
fugee Hutu officers could de- 
pose their commander and 
mount guerrilla raids across 
the Zaire border into Rwan- 
da unless agreement is 
reached soon to allow Hutu 
refugees to go home, an Irish 
army captain warned Sunday. 

Captain Declan O'Brien, 
33, said that if a stand-off on 
repatriating the hundreds of 
thousands of Hutus con- 
tinued, hardliners could oust 
Major General Augustin 
Bizimungu. the defeated 
army's chief of staff who con- 
trols his troops from a small 
camp eight kilometres (five 
miles) along a rutted dirt 
road from one of the main 
refugee camps on the Zaire- 
Rwanda border. 

Gen. Bizimungu told AFP 
Friday that he believed in a 
negotiated return of the Hutu 


refugees in neighbouring 
countries, and maintained 
that he was not planning any 
imminent raids. 

Capt. O'Brien, who is field 
director here for the Irish aid 
agency GOAL, warned 
however: “If nothing hap- 
pens soon, someone will take 
over from Bizimungu." 

Meanwhile aid workers 
said Hutu soldiers and death 
squads killed almost all the 
750 mentally handicapped 
patients in Rwanda's main 
psychiatric hospital during 
the slaughter prior to the 
government's overthrow in 
July. 

Details of the massacre are 
only now coming to light, 
Jose Anseilmo of the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) said this 
weekend. 

“The patients did not 
understand what was happen- 


ing. They started to wander 
around, singing, with their 
hands in the air,” said 
Marianne Nujawayezu, a so- 
cial assistant at the hospital. 

Today little is left of the 
Ndera Psychiatric Centre, 13 
kilometres from Kigali, 
which had been run by the 
Belgian religious order 
Freres de la Charite 
(Brothers of Charity). 

. The massacre took place in 
April after the assassination 
of President Juvenal 
Habyarimana plunged the 
country into an orgy of 
bloodshed. 

Up to one million people, 
mostly members of the Tutsi 
minority, are estimated to 
have been killed across 
Rwanda before the Tutsi- 
dominated Rwanda Patriotic 
Front rebel army overthrew 
the Hutu government.

That said, the new developments in the region 
assert that the international community has failed to 
remove the seeds of conflict from the region. The U.S. 
troops that led the war against Iraq went back after 
destroying Iraq’s military capabilities. But the West is 
yet to prove that their real aim behind that war was to 
implement international legitimacy and securing the 
human rights of the people of the area. 

It is dear by now that what the U.S. and its allies 
want is the toppling of the Iraqi regime. Their 
determination to achieve this goal seems to have 
blinded them to the price the Iraqi people are paying 
as a result of the sanctions. Images of dying Iraqi 
children and confirmed reports of extreme suffering 
by that people have failed to prompt any efforts by the 
United Nations to help alleviate the suffering of Iraqis 
who are victims of the sanctions as much as they were 
victims of the Gulf War. 

The situation in Iraq today is a prime example of a 
short-sighted American-British policy that does not 
see beyond its immediate interests. That policy has it 
that the sanctions would push life in Iraq to an 
intolerable level which would force Iraqis to rise 
against the regime and topple it. This has not 
happened four years after the strict sanctions. It could 
happen in the future but the price paid by then would 
have been simply too high. The Iraqis’ resentment 
against the international community then would make 
sure that the new regime would have a lot of scores to 
settle with it. That would be a recipe for anything but 
stability in the region. 

Iraq has shown enough cooperation with the United 
Nations since the end of title war. However, the world 
community has not reciprocated the gestures. That is 
why the tension is rising anew in the Gulf. The way to 
ease it is clear: Iraqis should not have to suffer any 
more. tl;s U.N. has to ease the sanctions and Iraq has 
] lo continue to cooperate with the Security Council. It 
is ■jfcr.e therefore for the world to set np realistic policy 
objectives vis-a-vis Iraq. The nature of the Iraqi 
regime is a choice for the Iraqi people to make and live, 
with. Bet it is the duty of the international community 
to help end the suffering of the men, women and 
children of Iraq. 

The U.S. administration’s obsession with removing 
Saddam Hussein should not render the world obli- 
vious to international norms and the basics of human

The lS-member human rights 
body conducts elections every two years for half of its 
. memb ership . It goe s withou t sayi ng that the members of 
the committee are supposed to represent- -the— entire- - 
community of nations. The International Covenant on Civil 
and Political Rights actually calls for electing members with 
due regard for equitable geographic distributions. 

This guideline for electing the “experts” that man the 
committee has never been strictly followed since the 
regulations did not stipulate in blade and white terms the 
quota for any region of the world, leaving the objective of 
giving due regard to the principle of fair geographic 
representation to the discretion of the member states in the 
covenant. The erosion of equitable geographic representa- 
tion has in feet been going on for years with certain regions 
of the world gaining seats at the expense of other areas. 
The Western world* in particular, has been able to steadily 
gain more seats on the committee. The imbalance between 
continents and regions, both geographic, religious and 
cultural, has never deteriorated to the level that it has 
reached during the last September elections, when the 
Arab and Muslim worlds found themselves suddenly with 
only one seat instead of the usual three to four. It has been 
traditional, for example, to elect two or at least one Arab 
Middle Eastern country to the committee. There was a 
time when Syria and Iraq or Jordan and Iraq were 
represented on the human rights body. Now not a single 


Arab country form the Middle East serves on the commit- 
tee. The same goes for the Islamic World where it h« been 
traditional that Muslim countries would end up with two 
seats in order to reflect the Islamic religion ana culture in 
the deliberations of die committee. 

— All this has changed Israel surprised everybody by being 
elected with a strong majority of the vote. Israel ran on the 
Western ticket and it seems it and it alone instead of the 
Arab states involved in the peace process cashed in on the 
peace process. There was a time when it would have been 
unthinkable to elect Israel to U.N. bodies. This also 
changed with the Arab World paying the price.

Iran’s leaders try to stay ahead of critics

MOST IRANIANS tend to 
subscribe to one of two 
explanations for their eco- 
nomic plight: that prices are 
kept deliberately high to 
keep their minds off poli- 
tics: or that clerics are in- 
capable of running an eco- 
nomy. 

Such disaffection is a 
valuable political weapon in 
the hands of opposition 
groups. The latest denun- 
ciation of Iran's clerical rul- 
ers, headed by Ayatollah 
Ail Khamenei, the spiritual 
leader, came last week from 
a retired army general. 

General Azizollah Amir 
Rahimi, who was a general 
after toe overthrow of the 
Shan in 1979, last week 
called for an end to cen- 
sorship, toe resignation of 
the government and free 
elections. 

Gen. Rahimi, a former 
commander of the Tehran 
military police, is one of a 
dwindling band of elderly 
Tehran-based opposition fi- 
gures reluctantly tolerated 
by the regime — although 
they are arrested from time 
to time — mainly because it 
does not regard them as a 
serious threat. 

Opponents of the regime 
also point to Iran's growing 
debt burden in recent years. 
The country had an unble- 
mished payments record 
until 1992 when an import 
spree resulted in delays in 
payment of letters of credit. 

The man widely held re-

Hossein Adeli, stepped 
down as governor of toe

An economics graduate 
_of the_University of Califor- 
nia, he said Tie Intended to ~ 
establish normal banking 
ties with other countries 
and to put banking services 
at the centre of the financial- 
and business community, so 
that “there is little need for 
referring to unofficial net- 
works and those operating 
outside the banking sys- 


tem. 

Mr. Nurbakhsh also said 
that he aimed to create a 
single exchange rate and on 
Sunday, he made a move in

A short-lived attempt at 
unifying the three main ex- 
change rate bands was. 
abandoned in May, after a 
steep fell in the exchange 
rate towards the end of last 
year. The free market value 
of the Iranian rial has fallen 
to one-fortieth of its value 
against toe dollar since 1979 
but the dollar’s official ex- 
change rate is 1.750 rials. 

The fall in the rial’s value 
has made exports more ex- 
pensive but at the same 
time prices for oil, on which 
the state depends for more 
than 80 per cent of its fore- 
ign exchange, remain- re- 
latively low. 

High inflation has been a 
persistent problem, exacer- 
bated in the late 1980s by 
the central bank printing 
money to help toe govern- 
ment meet its budget de- 
ficit. Last month. Ayatollah 
Khamenei again drew 
attention to the problem of 
inflation:- -High-prices have 
created problems for speci- 
fic strata. I do not believe 
this problem is unavoid- 
able. Officials should strive 
to solve toe problems faced 
by these strata.” 

Mr. Rafsanjam has been

A 
government coupon system 
entitling everyone to baric 
necessities at low prices 
operates at a high cost to 
the state.

The government says that 
oil subsidies cost it Sllbn a 
year — almost as much as it 
expect to earn m oil re- 
venues this year. 

Attempts to attract fore- 
ign investment have been 
largely unsuccessful be- 
cause of continually chang- 
ing economic measures and 
shifts in economic direc- 
tion. 

However, late last month 
Nestl£. the Swiss food 
manufacturer, signed a 
joint venture agreement 
with a private Iranian com- 
pany to establish a baby 
formula and infant cereal 
-factory at a cost of SFr60m 
($29.7m).

Mexico’s politics grow more unruly

MEXICO CITY — Mexico 
is experiencing a political 
thriller come to lire. 

A rising young politician, 
Jose Francisco Ruiz Mas- 
sieu. is gunned down before 
dozens of witnesses. Offi- 
cials quickly confirm a plot. 
Suspicion soon rises to high 
levels of government. 

A frustrated, fugitive 
congressman is fingered as 
the key suspect. A former 
official with family ties to 
drug traffickers is impli- 
cated. 

The victim's brother — a 
deputy attorney general 
prosecuting the case — says 
the mastermind of the 
crime may be an even more 
powerful figure. 

“By whose hand?" one 
newspaper headline deman- 
ded Friday. 

The drama has shaken a 
power structure already un- 
settled by toe massive shift 
of power that comes with 
the end of every six-year 
presidential term. 

As President Carlos Sali- 
nas de Gortari hands over 


power to Ernesto Zedillo 
on Dec. 1, poli deans find 
that the rules they had lived 
by for half a century have 
changed. Reforms have 
made political rewards har- 
der to come by and less 
secure. 

Mr. Salinas' job cuts and 
a sell-off of state companies 
eliminated tens of 
thousands of pork-barrel 
jobs. Political reforms 
mean opposition parties 
now have a chance to win 
against toe Institutional Re- 
volutionary Party, or PRI. 
making some once-cozy 
political fiefdoms into bat- 
tlegrounds. 

Nothing so dramatised 
the changes as Wednesday's 
police raid on the national 
headquarters of the PRI, 
which has led Mexico for 65 
years. — . 

PRI officials, accustomed 
to pooh-poohing com- 
plaints of opposition par- 
ties, found themselves com- 
plaining to the newspapers 
about police brutality. 

Suspects interrogated in 
toe Ruiz Massieu case have 
suggested that political 
vengeance, a struggle for 


power or opposition to 
further political reforms 
were motives for the mur-« 
der. 

“We are used to many 
things,” said Retiree Salva- 
dor Flores Soto, 68, as he 
read a newspaper beside 
the monument to the re- 
volution, where assassin- 
ated revolutionary heroes 
Francisco Madero, Francis- 
co Villa and Venustiano 
Carranza are entombed. 

Victor Hugo Viguerias, 
36, who was laid off during 
job cutbacks at the nearby 
national lottery, suggested 
Mexico was returning to the 
era of political bloodshed. 
But he said he wasn’t parti- 
cularly moved by the Ruiz 
Massieu case. “I didn't 
know him very well,” he 
explained. 

So far this year, Mex- 
icans have seen a rebellion, 
a wave of unsolved kidnap- 
pings and the assassination 

of the PRI’s first presiden- 
tial candidate, Luis Don ai- 
de Colosio. Yet there has 
been no social explosion. 

A brief recession is en- 
ding. U.S. investors 
attracted by a new free 
trade pact are still pouring 


money into Mexico. And 
Mexicans dearly voted in 
.August to give the PRI — 
Zedillo's Party — yet 
another six-year mandate. 

The PRI has always been 
a party of diverse factions 
battling for power. But for 
a half-centuiy, it has been 
united by unquestioning 
loyalty to the president and 
by the knowledge that it is 
the only route to power. 

Obedience and savvy 
alliances brought advance- 
ment. Dissent meant 
banishment to a bureaucra- 
tic Siberia. Open revolt 
could bring crushing repres- 
sion. 

Ruiz Massieu played the 
game well. A university 
friend of Salinas de Gortari , 
he built a reputation as a 
moderate reformer while 
advancing up the party 
ranks. 

Yet as governor of the 
poor, violent state of Guer- 
rero, he proved he could be 
tough. The leftist Democra- 
tic Revolution Party claims 
that 59 of its activists were 
murdered during his 1986- 
92 term with relatively little 
uproar.

Now Japan’s pundits 
see Murayama 
as here to stay

TOKYO — Lawmakers 
and political pundits gasped 
in disbelief when Socialist 
Tomhdri Murayama came 
to power in June at the 
head of an unwieldy left- 
right coalition. 

They predicted he would 
soon join a growing list of 
short-lived Japanese prime 
ministers. 

More than three months 
later, deputies and com- 
mentators now say both 
Mr. Murayama and bis 
odd-ball coalition linking 
toe Socialists with the con- 
servative liberal Democra- 
tic Party (LDP) are here to 
stay, barring unexpected 
scandals. 

“I predict he win stay in 
power for some substantial 
time,” unaligned lawmaker 
Banri Kaieda said in an 
interview. “At least until 
next summer’s upper house 
elections.” 

‘Tor that, the LDP must 
be given credit for keeping 
a low profile and a mature 
attitude towards their 
Socialist allies.” 

Mr. Kaieda, member of 
the original reformist coali- 
tion that toppled the LDP 
after 38 years of unbroken 
rule last year, is one of only 
four non-communist law- 
makers not belonging to 
either the opposition or toe 
ruling bloc. 

Public support for the 
coalition has been growing 
steadily among a popula- 
tion weary of political insta- 
bility. 

When the 70-year-old 
Mr. Murayama came to 
power in late June as toe 
first Socialist premier since 
1948, one newspaper poll 
said only 37 per cent backed 
him while 41 per cent did 
not 

Last week a survey by the 
same daily gave Mr. 
Murayama a 43 per cent 
support rate against 42 per 
cent who did not back him. 

“People were forecast- 
ing, I think prematurely, 
that we’d see this adminis- 


tration out before the end 
of the year,” said Geoffrey 
Barker, chief economic at 
Baring Securities in Tokyo. ' 

Mr, Murayama’s ex- 
pected longevity, however,; 
rests less on popular sup- 
port for his potictes, than on. 
the fact that he has nor 
intention of calling early, 
elections which could trig*, 
get a repeat of the past 
year’s political upheavals. 

In the opening barrages 
of parliamentary debate last 
week, Mr. Murayama’s pre- 
decessor Tsutomu Hate 
lambasted the “unlawful 
LDP-Socialist marru^e” 
and demanded early gener- 
al election.

hnge painting of Sheikh

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With Qadhafi at bank helm, 
Libyan economy is slipping 


TRIPOLI (R) — Muammar 
Qadhafi's decision to act as 
chief banker has created an 
economic bottleneck of pro- 
digious proportions in Libya, 
diplomats and analysts say. 

Low oil prices on the inter- 
national market and the 
freezing of Libya’s foreign 
assets since 1993 have com- 
pounded the North African 
country's economic woes, de- 
spite what appears to be a 
thriving consumer economy 
in the local souks. 

“Not one cent was invested 
in new projects in two years, 
only ongoing projects are 
more or less financed,” an 
Internationa] expen familiar 
with Libya's development 
told Reuters. 

Payments to contractors 
are long overdue and Libya is 
in arrears on dues to regional 
and international institutions. 

“Cheques issued by minis- 
tries to pay foreign firms are 
blocked for months, 
apparently awaiting the green 
light of Qadhafi, who is now 
Libya’s superintendent for fi- 
nances,” a diplomat said. 

The Libyan leader has no 
official title in the Libyan 
state and there is no formal 
evasion appointing him. 

Arrears owed by the Li- 
byan treasury to Turkish 
firms working in Libya 
amount to $600 million and 
Korean, Russian and Egyp- 
tian linns are also complain- 
ing they are not paid, diplo- 
mats said. 

Organisation of African 
Unity Secretary General 
Salim Ahmad Salim did not 
attend the 25th anniversary 
on Sept. 1 of the coup that : 
brought Colonel Qadhafi to , 
power because Libya did not 
commit itself to pay its 
arrears, diplomats added. 

The United Nations Food' 
and Agriculture Organisation 
is reported to have 
threatened to suspend 
Libya's membership, tne di- 
plomats said. 

Tripoli shops abound in 
cheap consumer goods, but 
diplomats say appearances 
can be deceiving. 

"Tricks in Tripoli’s souks 
cannot hide that the economy 
is increasingly crippled," says 
a European diplomat who 
has been in post in Libya for 
several years. 

Libya's estimated 1993 oil 
export earnings were be- 
tween $6 billion and $8 bil- 
lion. 

But it is under stringent 
sanctions imposed since 1992 
to force it to hand over two 
Libyan suspects in the 1988 
bombing of a Pan Am jetliner 
over Lockerbie, Scotland, 
which killed 270 people. 

These sanctions, which 
block imports of military 
equipment, cut international 
air links and freeze Libyan 
accounts abroad, have hit 
just about every segment of 
the economy. 

Not only foreign firms and 
international organisations 
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are complaining. Libyan civil 
servants, the army and public 
enterprise employees say 
their salaries often are paid 
from two to six months late. 

Teachers are reported to 
have gone on strike early this 
summer during the exams 
period to protest at delays in 
payment. 

Libyan ships are said to 
have problems paying duties 
at foreign ports in the Middle 
East, diplomats added. 

Early this year, official re- 
ports said some of Libya’s 
factories were running at ab- 
out 50 per cent of capacity, 
mainly because raw materials 
are in short supply. 

Even the oil industry, until 
recently spared by austerity 
measures, is affected by lack 
of spare parts or mainte- 
nance, diplomatic and oil 
sources said. 

“Of course, we have cash- 
flow problems. This explains 
delay in salaries payments, 
and commands us to tighten 


(the) screw on foreign cur- 
rencies spending,” a state- 
bank official said. 

The state budget for 1994 
obtained by Reuters puts ex- 
penditures at 3.020.5 million 
dinars ($10 billion) with re- 
venues of 2,208-4 million di- 
nar ($7,3 billion), showing a 
deficit amounting 812.1 mil- 
lion dinar ($2.7 billion). 

Libya does not borrow on 
the international market and 
must draw upon its assets or 
from domestic banks to cover 
its budget deficit. 

Central bank sources said 
Libya's assets abroad last 
year amounted to 1.818 bil- 
lion dinars ($6.7 billion). 74 
per cent of which represented 
participations in international 
and regional funds and finan- 
cial institutions. 

Libyan officials say the 
country has revised develop- 
ment plans to be able to 
confront the new situations 
imposed on it by U.N. sanc- 
tions in the Lockerbie affair. 


"Priority is for the comple- 
tion of projects which already 
started before the sanctions 
like the great manmade river 
(an irrigation project) or the 
iron and steel complex, and 
for the supply of food and 
medicine to satisfy the basic 
needs of the population. 
There is no more place for 
luxury goods,” the official 
added. 

According to a triennial 
development plan ( 1 994- 
1996) obtained by Reuters, 
Libya plans to spend a total 
of 6.216 billion dinars ($20.5 
billion), 4.953 ($18.3 billion) 
of which from the state's 
treasury, and 1.263 billion 
dinars ($4 billion) from agen- 
cies and companies self- 
investments or loans. 

Colonel Qadhafi in 
September said he was con- 
cerned about erosion of the 
value of the dinar, which has- 
lost up to eight times its value 
against the dollar during the 
last three years. 
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IMF sees China as ‘enormous 
potential market still to be exploited" 


MADRID (AFP) — China’s 
huge market rather than its 
cheap labour force is now the 
main attraction for foreign 
companies investing in the 
country, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) has 
said, 

“Although there have been 
statutory changes to reduce 
preferential tax treatment 
and tougher competition for 
foreign direct investment 
from neighbouring Asian 
countries such as Vietnam, 
China represents an enor- 
mous potential market still to 
be exploited.” it said in a 
half-yearly report. 

The report, one of several 
supplementary analyses 
attached to the IMF's World 
Economic Outlook, noted 
that China was already the 
world's largest market in cer- 
tain sectors, such as telecom- 
munications and aerospace. 


“The possibility of con- 
siderable productivity gains 
from external trade .and 
structural reform and the 
substantial investments that 
are needed in infrasmictnre 
contributed to the attractive- 
ness for foreign investors,” 
the report said. 

“Access to China's large 
domestic market, rather than 
a low cost production base, 
now appears to be the prim- 
ary attraction for foreign 
direct investment," added 
the report, which largely re- 
flects the Japanese govern- 
ment’s recent assessments of 
the Chinese economy. 

The IMF noted that more 
than half the foreign direct 
investment in China between 
1979 and 1990 came from 
“overseas Chinese” residing 
in Hong Kong, Macau, 
Taiwan and other countries 
in Asia. 


While other foreign inves- 
tors, such as Americans and 
Japanese, undertook Chinese 
projects through Hong Kong, 
“many of these investors 
took a wait-and-see attitude, 
postponing investment deci- 
sions until market conditions 
became certain and favour- 
able,” the report said. 

Other distinctive features 
of foreign investment in Chi- 
na indude the focus on coas- 
tal areas such as Guangdong, 
Fujian and Shanghai, along 
with an initial concentration 
on the real-estate and 
natural-resource sectors. 

"Foreign investment in the 
service sector, except for 
hotels and foreign exchange 
dealings, was largely res- 
tricted until 1992 when the 
authorities began to allow in- 
vestment in wholesale and 
retail trade, professional ser- 
vices and other services,” the 


report noted. 

The IMF stressed that fore- . 
ign direct investment was still 
only a “relatively small” 
proportion of China's overall 
investment, averaging less: 
than seven per cent until the - 
early 1990s and coming to U ; 
per cent last year. 

“China has nevertheless 
reaped important benefits 
from foreign direct invest- 
ment in several areas," it 
said, pointing to the broaden- 
ing of the structure of pro- • 
duction, technological de- 
velopment and higher pro- 
ductivity. 

The IMF also noted the 
positive impact of generating 
external demand for Chinese 
products by enhancing the ; 
country’s export competitive- 
ness and providing Chinese . 
authorities with concrete. . 
models of market mechan- - 


Jitters in Kabul money market; 
new currency notes spark inflation 


KABUL (AFP) — The 
announcement of the intro- 
duction of two high de- 
nomination currency notes 
sent jitters through the Kabul 
money market, where the 
afghani has hit a new low 
against the dollar, traders re- 
ported Sunday. 

“Peoeple are afraid of in- 
flation. They want to protect 
their savings so they bought 
dollars,” said one money 
changer describing the afgha- 
ni’s drop from 3,700 to 4,500 
against the U.S. dollar. -

MEES sees 
Gulf banks 
healthier, 
stronger 

NICOSIA (R) — Gulf banks 
have become healthier 
though more difficult trading 
conditions, particularly in 
Saudi Arabia, may make' 
large profit increases tougher 
to attain, the Middle East 
Economic Survey (MEES) 
has said. 

In its annual review and 
ratings of Gulf banks, the 
Cyprus-based newsletter said 
there were almost no prob- 
lem banks in the region any 
longer. 

“But a big question mark 
does remain over banking 
capacity. The funding and 
structuring of major infras- 
tructural projects in the re- 
gion is frequently beyond the 
capability of local banks, and 
this situation is likely to con- 
tinue ’’ it said. 

Out of the 71 locally in- 
corporated Gulf banks that 
have reported 1993 results, 
only one, Saudi Arabia’s A1 
Jazira, reported a loss. 

“Banks in Saudi Arabia.... 
are having to work harder to 
make more money now that 
high-yielding government 
securities have started to run 
off and economic activity in 
the kingdom has slowed,” it 
said. 

“The spectacular increases 
recorded by Saudi banks in 
recent years are therefore not 
expected to continue, 
although modest rises should 
be possible." 


Oil market shrugs of 
Iraqi military moves 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — 
World oil markets were 
slightly jolted by Iraqi milit- 
ary movements this week but 
they quickly stabilised after 
Western warnings against any 
fresh adventure and Kuwaiti 
assurances there was no 
threat to the flow of its oil 
exports, experts said Sunday. 

A new seizure of Kuwait 
by Iraq could deprive the 
market of two million barrels 
per day (b/d) of oil, but crude 
prices are unlikely to soar the 
way they did after the August 
1990 invasion of the emirate, 
because Saudi Arabia and 
other regional producers 
have the capacity to offset the 
loss, the experts said. 

“According to my informa- 
tion, Kuwait has adopted 
protection measures for its oil 
facilities with the help of the 
United States,” a Gulf-based 
oil analyst told AFP. 

“I do know what such mea- 
sures are but they are among 
several factors that will likely 
maintain order in the oil mar- 
ket.” he said. 

"The main factor is that 
Saudi Arabia. Iran and the 
United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) have the capability to 
make up for any loss of oii 
supplies, even if Kuwait's 
crude exports are completely 
stopped. This is supported by 
the feet that Iraq is not as 
strong as before to threaten 
other Gulf nations,” he 
elaborated. 

Oil prices jumped by more 
than SI to an eight-week high 


of $17.32 on Friday after 
news broke that thousands of 
Iraqi troops were moving to- 
wards the Kuwaiti border. 
But they dosed at $16.90 on 
the same day. 

That contrasted with the 
situation in 1990 when prices 
rocketed above $40 after Ira- 
qi forces occupied Kuwait 
and advanced towards Saudi 
Arabia, the world’s top oil 
producer and exporter, with 
more than a quarter of the 
total world crude reserves of 
around one trillion barrels. 

Although prices later 
started to fell after the Un- 
ited States and several other 
countries despatched troops 
to the region and Gulf pro- 
ducers maximised output, the 
average oil price in 1990 was 
the highest in 10 years. 

According to OPEC, the 
price of its basket of seven 
crudes averaged $22.26 in 
1990, compared with $17.31 
in 1989 and $18.62 in 1991. 

They dipped to their lowest 
level of below $10 in 1986 due 
to a price war among OPEC 
members. 

“I don't think the present 
developments in the region 
will have any strong impact 
on the oil market because 
Iraq is no longer a country 
with a formidable military 
machine and its latest moves 
are believed to be a political 
stunt aimed at easing U.N. 
sanctions,” a Gulf Arab oil 
executive said. 

“You should also not 
forget the large spare produc- 
tion capacity in Gulf states. 


Western protection for ship- 
ping and the fact that there 
are enough oil stockpiles and 
the market is already awash 
because of overproduction.” 
he added. 

Figures released recently 
by the Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OAPEC) showed Saudi 
Arabia had an extra produc- 
tion capacity of around 1.5 
million b/d over its current 
output of eight million b/d. 
Capacity is expected to reach 
more than 10 million b/d next 
year and nearly 12 million b/d 
in the year 2000 due to ex- 
pansion projects. 

In the UAE, actual pro- 
duction is estimated at 2.16 
million b/d under an OPEC- 
assigned quota, but capacity 
stood ai 2.5 million b/d in 
1994 and would increase to 

2.6 million b/d in 1995 and 
3.2 million b/d in 2000. 

IfBn, the second biggest 
producer in the 12-nation 
OPEC, has output of around 

3.6 million b/d but its capac- 
ity is estimated at four million 
b/d. It will rise to 4.2 million 
b/d in 1995 and five million 
b/d in 2000. 

“If the Iraqi moves have 
any real impact on the oil 
market, it could actually be a 
downward effect,” an oil ex- 
pert said. “This could be the 
case if the U.N. yielded to 
Iraqi pressure and lifted the 
embargo. Prices could sharp- 
ly drop on the mere spectre 
of Iraq’s resumption of oil 
exports." 
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Lebanon trade fair brings in big 
business from Hong Kong to Europe 


BEIRUT (AFP) — Leba- 
nonn is attracting major fore- 
ign investment, with Arab, 
Asian and Western execu- 
tives negotiating substantial 
deals at Lebanon’s largest 
post-war reconstruction fair 
amid a new climate of busi- 


ness confidence. 

“It has been excellent for 
us. We have met many new 
customers from Lebanon, 
Syria, Jordan, Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia,'’ said Hayat 
Haj Ali of the Hong Kong- 
based Solahart International, 


makers of solar hot water 
systems. 

Ahmad Al Yussef, of the 
Saudi Arabian aluminium 
products manufacturer Alup- 
co, said his company was 
“now involved in some busi- 
ness talks which are quite 
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substantial.’' 

More than 10,000 visitors 
from Lebanon, Syria, Jor- 
dan, Cyprus and Saudi Ara- 
bia visited tbe five-day “Re- 
build Lebanon” trade and 
technology fair which ended 
Saturday. It was organised by 
the British firm Fairs and' 
Exhibitions Ltd. 

A totla of 230 companies 
from 26 nations participated 
in the event, which was 
aimed at putting post-war 
Lebanon finnly on the inter- 
national business map. 

The fair included national 
pavilions for Britian. France, 
Italy. Greece and Switzer- 
land. 

The Lebanese government 
has launched a huge project 
to rebuild Beirut's war- 
ravaged city centre, in a 
scheme managed *by the pri- 
vate company Soiidere, 

I heavily backed by Prime 
Minister Rafik Hariri. 

Edmond Daccache, a 
Lebanese whose firm sells 
German-made power gener- 
ators among other product 
lines, said follow-up sales 
would top $1 million. “We 
have a lot of new business 
from Lebanon.” 

Walt El Hassan of El- 
Emad Trading, a Beirut- 
based company acting as 
agents for a Saudi steel pipes 
companay, said his firm was 
negotiating several contracts 
in Lebanon and had also re- 
ceived inquiries from Syria. 

Australian, British and Ita- 
lian firms also voiced satisfac- 
tion, many of them seeking to 
appoint agents in Beirut to 
serve the region. 

Australian exhibitor Peter 
Salomon, who displayed adv- 
anced security access technol- 
ogy, said his company. Inter- 
national Resources Consul- 
tants, had decided to open a 
permanent office and show- 
room in Beirut immediately. 

“We will be committing 
over $150,000 for the first 
year,” Mr. Salomon said. 

Fairs and Exhibitions Ltd., 
which has gained an interna- 
tional reputation by organis- 
ing the Dubai air shows, also 
announced it had entered 
into a joint venture with 
Lebanon's Future Manage- 
ments Holdings. 

“By bringing our interests 
together, we have established 
teamwork.... that will assist 
Lebanon in recapturing its 
reputation as the commercial 
centre of the Middle East.”

Princess Haya only bruised in 
fall from horse at Asian Games 


HIROSHIMA (R) — Her 
Royal Highness Princess 
Haya was thrown from her 
horse at the Asian Games 
Sunday and spent two 
hours in hospital before 
being released with only a 
headache and bruises. 

The 20-year-old Princess 
was competing in the final 
round of the individual 
jum ping event when her 
horse misjudged the water 
jump, causing her to lose 
control and rail. 

“She’s going to be all 
right. She was just in 
shock,” her coach Alexan- 
der Woeckner said. “She 
was jumping really well. It 
was just a miss.” 

The Princess was the first 
of the 12 competitors to go 
in the final round, riding 
Sparky I, a horse which 
also threw her last “week 
during practice. 

Competitors in the 
equestrian events have no 


say in the horse they ride, 
receiving them in a ballot. 

Sparky 1 had cleared the 
first four jumps but then 
appeared to lose his rhythm 
as be came up to' a l.S 
metre barrier before the 
water jump. 

Princess Haya lay 
motionless for several 
seconds beside the water 
jump and was carried from 
the course on a stretcher, 
surrounded by worried 
Jordanian and games offi- 
cials. 

Security guards tried to 
shield the Princess from 
hordes of photographers 
who rushed to the spot 
when they saw the fall. 

“She was not trodden on 
by the horse after she fell," 
a medical worker said. 

But Dr. Yoshiaki Tohgi, 
who accompanied the Prin- 
cess to hospital, said she 
may have been kicked dur- 
ing the foil. 


“She has a braised right 
leg, chest and a headache," 
he told Reuters. “There 
are no broken bones.” 

Doctors at first thought 
the Princess might have 
broken her right Teg and a 
rib but a cat-scan revealed 
no fractures. 

“She's in good spirits and 
is planning to go to a recep- 
tion tonight," he said. 

Japan’s Konoshin Kuwa- 
hara and Ryuzo Okuno 
won the gold and silver 
medals respectively with 
Thailand's Natya Chantras- 
mi taking the bronze. 

Princess Haya, who was 
Jordan’s flag bearer in the 
opening ceremony one 
week ago, is just the latest 
in a long list of royalty to 
compete in International 
sporting events. 

King Constantine of 
Greece won an Olympic 
gold medal in yachting and 


Britain's Princess Anne is a 
former three-day event 
equestrian champion. 

And many other mem- 
bers of royal families have 
been members of Olympic 
squads. 

Princess Anne also rode 
in the 1976 Olympics and 
Prince Albert of Monaco 
has been a member of the 
bobsleigh team in three 
Winter Olympics. 

Spain’s current royal 
family leads the way in 
Olympic competition. 

Prince Felipe, heir to the 
Spanish throne, was a 
crewman in three-man sol- 
ing dass yachting at the 
Barcelona Olympics in 
1992 and his father King 
Juan Carlos competed in 
dragon class yachting at the 
1972 Munich Olympics 
while his mother Queen 
Sofia was in Spain's yach- 
ting team at the 1960 games 
in Rome. 


Taiwan as a new Asia-Pacific operations centre 


THE PAST few years have 
witnessed the formation of 
regional economic group- 
ings around the world, 
thriving economies in the 
Asia-Pacific region, and in- 
frastructural transformation 
of the Republic of China 
(ROC) economy. Such de- 
velopments have brought 
the Republic of China on 
Taiwan to a crossroads, at 
which the ROC must deter- 
mine the future course of its 
economic development. At 
this' crucial time, the ROC 
government has laid out a 
policy to develop Taiwan 
into an Asia-Pacific opera- 
tions • centre that can set 
new records for economic 
growth. 

Although Asia-Pacific 
countries enjoyed consider- 
able economic success last 
year and the U.S. economy 
showed signs of recovery, 
this was offset by recession 
in the major European na- 
tions and Japan, so the in- 
ternational economy re- 
mains mired in recession. 
Nevertheless, the GATT 
accord reached in the Uru- 
guay Round of talks, the 
formation of a new World 
Trade Organisation, in- 
creased Asia-Pacific econo- 
mic cooperation, and rapid 
growth of multinational en- 
terprises have brightened 
economic prospects. 

Due to world economic 
recession, ROC exports to 
Europe and America 
slowed down, in sharp con- 
trast to brisk exports to the 
Chinese mainland, Hong 
Kong, and South East Asia. 
The ROCs trade surplus 
shrank subsequently. It en- 
joyed only moderate 
growth last year with less 
private investment and con- 
tinued business investment 
overseas, thus dampening 
domestic economic re- 
covery. , . , 

In view of these develop- 
ments, the ROC govern- 
ment has drawn up a major 
administrative plan to 
promote Taiwan as an Asia- 
Pacific operations centre. 
This plan will help achieve 
the objectives of the ROCs 
Economic Stimulus Pack- 
age and improve its econo- 
mic environment. It will 


also strengthen its econo- 
mic relations with other 
countries in the Asia-Pacific 
region by building on its 
present foundation. The 
principal purpose of this 
policy is to develop Taiwan 
into a regional headquar- 
ters for economic activities 
and an operations centre 
for multinational enter- 
prises, much like the role 
Hong Kong and Singapore 
have played in the Asia- 
Pacific economy. This poli- 
cy carries special signifi- 
cance for the ROC. 

First, the global trend of 
regional economic align- 
ments, closer Asia-Pacific 
economic cooperation, and 
especially the different pace 
of development in Asia- 
Pacific countries have given 
rise to an excellent system 
of industrial division of 
labour in the region. There- 
fore, Taiwan’s emergence 
as a regional operations 
centre would strengthen the 
ROCs economic and trade 
relations with its Asia-Paci- 
fic neighbours. It would 
also contribute to its role 
and influence in the re- 
gion’s industrial division of 
labour. . 

Second, the ROC has 
been liberalising and inter- 
nationalising its policies 
since the mid-1980s. It has 
relaxed banking restric- 
tions, lowered customs 
tariffs, and reduced non- 
trade barriers. The de- 
velopment of Taiwan into 
an operations centre in the 
Asia-Pacific region, in prac- 
tice, throws into sharp relief 
Taiwan’s economic liber- 
alisation and internationa- 
lisation. It marks an exten- 
sion of its existent economic 
policies. 

Third, ROC business 
concerns have engaged in 
large-scale investment and 
technological transfer . on 
the Chinese mainland and 
in South East Aria. These 
overseas investments have 
stimulated the ROCs ex- 
ports and sharpened its 
ability to serve as an opera- 
tions centre for multina- 
tional enterprises. This 
proposal would encourage 
Taiwan businessmen to 


make Taiwan the headquar- 
ters for their overseas busi- 
ness operations. 

Fourth, the government 
would, by stepping up its 
hardware and software de- 
velopment, improve the 
ROCs investment environ- 
ment, attract investments 
by foreign or multinational 
enterprises, and introduce 
advanced technologies and 
facilities from abroad. This 
would elevate the ROCs 
technological standards and 
help upgrade its industrial 
infrastructure. 

Fifth, in view of Taiwan’s 
growing dependence _ on 
trade with mainland China, 
its increased cooperation 
with its Asia-Pacific neigh- 
bours under this policy 
would diversify its trade 
markets, thereby reducing 
its over-dependence on the 
mainland. The establish- 
ment of such an operations 
centre would bring great 
substantive benefits to the 
ROC and other Asia-Paci- 
fic nations, lead to the de- 
velopment of a regional 
security system, and be con- 
ducive in the normalisation 
of Taiwan-mainland rela- 
tions. 

Furthermore, judging 
from the role played by 
Hong Kong and Singapore 
as the two existing opera- 
tions centres in the Asia- 
Pacific region, a regional 
operations centre is contin- 
gent on a convenient geog- 
raphical location with 
sound economic and social 
environments, fully-inte- 
grated transportation and 
•telecommunication net- 
works and basic infrastruc- 
ture, sufficient manpower 
and product resources, and 
a sound legal system and 
higher administrative effi- 
ciency. 

When the foregoing 
objective conditions are 
considered, Taiwan at pre- 
sent has the potential to 
become an Asia-Pacific re- 
gional operations centre in 
a number of area including 
manufacturing, technical 
knowhow, and manage- 
ment; transportation and 
sales (utilising Taiwan^ 
advantageous geographic 
location); and service and

China’s women start 
track and field charge 


HIROSHIMA (AP) — Chi- 
na’s women, complete cham- 
pions of the swimming pool, 
started their assault in track 
and field Sunday as Zhong 
Huandi won the marathon by 
nearly seven minutes — over 
another Chinese runner. 

South Korea’s Hwang 
Young-Jo, the 1992 Olympic 
champion, won the men’s 
marathon by 44 seconds, but 
Japan's Toshiyuki Hayata 
prevented a Korean 1-2 
sweep. 

Uzbekistan, Mongolia and 
Indonesia won their first 
golds of the games — Uzbe- 
kistan in canoeing, Mongolia 
in wrestling and Indonesia in 
badminton. 

With China far ahead in 
the gold race, Hwang helped 
keep South Korea just ahead 
of archrival Japan in the bat- 
tle for second. 

The South Koreans picked 
up seven golds for the day, 
including two in their native 
fighting sport of taekwondo. 
They also had one each in 
bowling, badminton, arcfaeiy 
and wrestling. 

Japan was held to six — 
two each in golf and synchro- 
nised swimming and one each 
in bowling and equestrian 
jumping. 

China boosted its gold total 
to 73 by winning five of the 
day’s seven canoeing races, 
capturing three shooting. ti- 
tles and winning in fencing, 
table tennis and the women’s 
marathon. 

South Korea had 31, Japan 
28, Kazakhstan nine, and 


business. 

Before becoming a new- 
ly-emerging Asia-Pacific re- 
gional operations centre, 
Taiwan will inevitably en- 
counter competition from 
the two existing operations 
centres. Hong Kong and 
Singapore, considering the 
fact that these two places 
have already been home to 
the headquarters of many 
multinational businesses. 
Research results indicate 
that Taiwan lags behind 
Hong Kong and Singapore 
in transportation and tele- 
communication infrastruc- 
ture; a legal system; and 
admministrative efficiency. 
However, Taiwan has an 
edge in such areas as pro- 
duction, geographic locar 
tion, and social and political 
stability. Faced with these 
pros and cons, Taiwan 
ought to seriously consider 
how to maximise its advan- 
tages and minimise its dis- 
advantages as quickly as 
possible. 

Taiwan has no intention 
of replacing Singapore or 
Hong Kong. Rather, it is 
seeking its own niche. 
When working on building 
Taiwan into an Asia-Pacific 
regional operations centre 
in the near future, it must 
overcome transportation 
bottlenecks, upgrade tele- 
communication service, 
modernise its finance sec- 
tor, and revamp relevant 
laws. Only after Taiwan eli- 
minates all these de- 
trimental factors can the 
prototype of an Asia-Padfic 
regional operations centre 
emerge. 

To sum up, the policy of 
building Taiwan into an 
Asia-Pacific regional opera- 
tions centre is in accord 
with current domestic and 
international economic 
changes, and can help 
Taiwan enhance its econo- 
mic prowess. In fact, 
Taiwan indeed possesses 
the objective conditions to 
become a new Asia-Padfic 
regional operations centre. 
Whether uie policy can be 
successful hinges on the wil- 
lingness of the people living 
on Taiwan and the effort 
they are prepared to make 


Taiwan and Iran five each.

Fujimura, third in 2:37:03, 
collapsed after the finish and 
was taken by ambulance to a 
hospital, but appeared later 
at a news conference. 

In the men’s marathon, 
Hwang seized the lead from 
Hayata with about eight 
kilometres (5 miles) remain- 
ing and finished in 2:11:13. 
Hayata was 44 second behind 
in 2:11:57. South Korean 


Kim Jae-Ryong, silver 
medallist in last year’s Boston 
Marathon, crossed the finish 
line in Hirosbnna’s Peace 
Park in 2:13:12. . 

The only breaks in China s 
domination of 500- metre 
canoeing races Sunday came 
when Ivan Kireev of Uzbe- 
kistan won in the men's sing- 
les Kayak race and Kazakh- 
stan won in the two-man 
canoe race. China took the 
men’s pairs and four-man 
Kayak and one-man canoes 
races, and the women’s sing- 
les and pairs Kayak events. 

After sweeping all three 
medals in the women’s event. 
Sooth Korea placed 1-2 in 
men’s archery. Park Kyong- 
Mo beat Chung Jae-Hun 1 16- 
114 for the gold, while team- 
mate Han Seung-Hoon lost 
115-109 to Taiwan’s Wu 
Tsung-Yi for the bronze. 

The South Koreans also 
won the five-man team bowl- 
ing with a games record 
6,029, with the Philippines 
second with 6,012. But 
Japan's Kengo Tagata, 
already a gold medallist in 
the men’s doubles and trios 
bowling, took the all-events 
gold with 5,036. 

Malaysia's Shalin Zulkifii 
won the women's all events 
with a games record of 5.016. 
But Taiwan took the five- 
woman team title with a 
games record 5,831. 

' South Korea's one frees- 
tyle wrestling winner was 
Kim Tae-Woo at 100 kilog- 
rammes, while lran had golds 


from Nader Rahman at 48 
kilogrammes. Ali Akbarne- 
jad at 68 and Amir Reza 
Khadem at 82. Mongolia’s 
Tserenbaatar Tsogtbayar 
won at 57. 

In badminton, Indonesia 
and South Korea traded vic- 
tories. South Korea beat the 
Indonesians 4-1 for the 
women’s team gold, but In- 
donesia gained revenge with 
a 5-0 shutout of /the Koreans 
in men’s team play. 

Table tennis power China 
swept to a 3-1 victoiy over 
South Korea for the men’s 
team gold in that sport. 

The Chinese also beat the 
South Koreans 9-7 for the 
men’s sabre team fencing 
gold medal.

‘Cheering 

squad’ 

denied 
entry into 
Japan 

HIROSHIMA (R) — Japan's 
alert immigration officials 
have thwaned another mass 
attempt to use the Asian 
Games as a cover to illegally 
enter the country. 

This time 15 Burmese pos- 
ing as a “cheering squad” for 
their football team made the 
attempt. 

But it was nowhere near as 
elaborate as the scam tried 
last week by 50 Filipinos who 
posed, uniforms and all. as 
their country’s volleyball 
team. 

The 15 Burmese — 10 men 
and five women aged be- 
tween 18 and 37 — were 
caught Saturday with fake 
visas in their passports at 
Naha airport on Japan’s 
southern island of Okinawa, 
an immigration spokes- 
woman said Sunday. 

The visas were top quality 
counterfeits, which only ex- 
perts could tell from genuine 
ones. 

The spokeswoman said im- 
migration officials became 
suspicious after one of the 
men was not able to give 
details about his accommoda- 
tion in Japan. 


Krajicek 
blasts past 
Becker in 
Australia 

SYDNEY fR) — Dutchman 
Richard Krajicek slaughtered 
former world number one 
Boris Becker in a power- 
serving duel to win the Au- 
stralian Indoor tennis title 
Sunday. 

Krajicek unleashed the 
most devastating service per- 
formance of his career in 
firing 34 aces in a 7-6 7-6 2-6 
6-3 struggle lasting two hours 
32 minutes. 

The seventh seed, whose 
fastest serve was clocked at 
205 kph, fittingly dosed the 
match with two consecutive 
aces. 

“He is definitely one of the 
best servers in the game,” 
Becker, ranked sixth in tbe 
world after this tournament, 
said of his opponent. “I have 
never before in my career 
had to face so many aces.” 

The second-seeded Ger- 
man, a former Wimbledon, 
Australian Open and U.S. 
Open champion, came to 
Sydney after five weeks out 
of tennis following his first- 
round loss at the U.S. Open. 

The win was Krajicek’s 
third title in 12 tournaments 
since his return to the tour in 
April following a five-month 
layoff to recover from knee 
injuries. 

“If I serve like that I can 
beat anyone,” said Krajicek, 
22. who climbed back into 
the world's top 20 following 
the victory. 

“My serve and volley game 
is what wins matches for me 
and it is now finally back to 
the level it was 18 months 
ago,” said Krajicek, who 
peaked at number eight in 
the rankings last year before 
succumbing to the pain of 
damaged tendons in both 
knees. 

“It is a wonderful feeling to 
be able to play again without 
pain,” added Krajicek, 
whose serving proved deci- 
sive at crucial points during 
the match, particularly late in 
the second set. 

Down three set points, 
Krajicek delivered five aces 
in seven points to take the set 
to a tiebreak, which he even- 
tually won 9-7. 

“Those points were the 
match.” said Becker, 26. 

Krajicek served a stagger- 
ing 93 aces during the week, 
2head of Becker, whose 19 
aces in Sunday’s final took his 
total to 85. 

Becker blames 
over-exposure 

Meanwhile, Becker took 
another swipe at tennis au- 
thorities Sunday when he said 
too much exposure was kill- 
ing the sport. 

A day after threatening to 
withdraw from next year’s 
Australian Open in protest at 
recent rule changes, Becker 
said tennis was in the dol- 
drums because of the 
crowded and massive over- 
exposure. 

“Every other sport has a 
long break. Tennis is tbe only 
sport where they basically 
have a major championship 
every month,” he said after 
losing to Krajicek. 

“There is a tournament 
somewhere every week and 
people get bored by that 
much tennis — that is why 
they don’t watch it any more. 
It is over-exposure. 


Italy beat Netherlands to 
take World Volleyball

ATHENS (AP) — Defend- 
ing champion Italy beat the 
Netherlands 3-1 (15-10, n_ 
15, 15-11, 15-11 late Saturday 
to retain the men’s world 
volleyball championship. 

The Unired States beat 
Cuba 3-1 (15-6, 14-16, 15-8, 
15-9) to take third place. 
Brazil beat host Greece 3-0 
for fifth place and Russia 
beat South Korea 3-0 for 
seventh. 

Both the Italian and the 
Dutch teams started out 
strongly, with neither side 
taking the lead. Then the 
Netherlands pulled away, 
taking the score to 10-5. Ita- 
lian coach Julio Velasco sent 
in Luca Cantagalli, whose 
aggressive jump service and 
defence work changed the 
set’s course. The Italians won 
tbe next 10 points in a row to 
take the set with an ace by 
CantagaJIi. 

The Dutch came thunder- 
ing back. They took the first 
seven points before the Ita- 
lians could respond and won 
the second set 15-11. 

In the third set, the Italians 
exploited the slightest open- 
ing in the Dutch defence to 
win 15-11. despite two 
blistering services by Olof 
Van der Meulen that brought 
the dutch level with the Ita- 
lians at 11-11. 

In the fourth set, fatigue 
from the Netherlands’ gruell- 
ing 3-2 semifinal win over the 
United States took grip and 
the Dutch players went down 
15-1. 

“I think the matches speak 
for themselves. Italy was the 
strongest team here for the 
last two weeks.” Dutch cap- 
tain Peter Blange said after 
the game. 

“I think in our team there

was no more energy left to 
play against them.” He said 
regarding the fourth set.

Italy's captain, Andrea 
Gardini. also played in the 
winning team at the 1990 
championships in Brazil. 

“Today the team has 
changed faces and structure. 


Winning like this today shows 
we are going forward and 
that we are a very good 
team,” he said. 

The Netherlands won the 
silver medal at the 1992 Bar- 
celona Olympics and never 
recached higher than seventh 
in a world championship. 
They were fifth in the World 
League which Italy won in- 
Milan this year. 


Italy’s main passer, Loren- 
zo Bernardi, was his team's 
top scorer with 15 points. 
Van er Meulen scored 13 for 
tbe Netherlands. 

Both the United States and 
Cuba seemed tired after their 
hard-fought semifinals Fri- : 
day, when Cuba lost 1-3 to 
Italy. But from the first set ■ 
the U.S. team appeared ihe' 
more determined to win the ' 
bronze medal as the Cubans 
gave away five points through 
errors. 

“In third place we have a 
medal. And I think that a lot 
of our guys have never been 
dose to a medal. This was 
huge for this team,” U.S. 
team captain Robert Ctvrtlik 
said after the match. 

In the last world cham- 
pionship, Cuba was second to 
Italy. The Cubans were also 
second in the World League. 

For tbe United States, win- 
ners of the bronze medal in 
the 1992 Olympics, third 
place was a welcome sign of 
things to come at the 19% 
summer games. It comes af- 
ter a disappointing 11th place 
in the World League. Hie 
Americans won gold in the 
1984 and 1988 Olympics. 

“Our goal is for a gold 
medal in Atlanta and we’re 
just very happy to be where 
we are today," Ctvrtlik said. 

Brazil, winner of the gold 
medal in the 1992 Olympics, 
took the first two sets 15-5, 
15-9 but Greece put up a 
spirited fight before going 
down 15-9 in the third. For. 
Greece there was victory 
even in sixth place, having' 
reached only as high as 
before, in the 1986 cham-, 
pionship. The Greeks were 
seventh in this year's World' 
League in Italy. 


Italy defeat Estonia 2-0 
in European Championship 


LONDON (AP) — World 
Cup runnerup Italy gave 
another lacklustre perform- 
ance Saturday to take a 2-0 
victory over heavy underdog 
Estonia in qualifying for the 
1996 European Cham- 
pionships. 

Since its loss to Brazil in 
the World Cup final in July, 
Italy, traditionally a slow star- 
ter in qualifying tourna- 
ments, has been held to a 1-1 
draw by Slovenia and in 
Saturday's game could only 
manage’ two goals against a 
team suffering its 11th con- 
secutive international defeat. 

The two other qualifying 
matches Saturday, France vs. 
Romania and Armenia vs. 
Cyprus, ended in scoreless 
draws. It was France's second 
consecutive scoreless game in 
the competition. 

Italy's victory, before 4,000 
on a bumpy, narrow field in 
Tallinn, gave Italy the pro- 
visional lead in group 4 with 
four points. Croatia and 
Lithuania, which are tied 
with three points, were sche- 
duled to meet in another 
Group 4 qualifier late Sun- 
day. 

Christian Panucci, a rookie 
defender for AC Milan, 
scored Italy’s opener in the 
20th minute, and centre for- 
ward Pierluigi Casiraghi 
headed in the second goal in

the 77th minute on an assist 
from Lazio teammate 
Giuseppe Signori. 

The experimental Italian

“It was not an easy game 
and it was difficult for Italy to 


produce entertaining play be- 
cause the Estonians are 
strongly built and often 
rough."

AMMAN (J.T.) - Prime 
Minister Abdul Sal am Majali 
was quoted on Sunday as 
saying he was not inclined to 
cany out any reshuffle on his 
government and would resort 
to a very limited reshuffle 
only when he was impelled to 
■ do that and if it was absolute- 
ly necessary. 

Hamadeh Faraaneh, a col- 
umnist for AI Dustonr daily,' 
Quoted Dr. Majali as saying 
that a reshuffle was not immi- 
nent since change in govern- 
ments should come only in 
response to political develop- 
ments that warrant it Such a 
change, when it happens, will 
embrace all Cabinet mem- 
bers including the prime 
minister himself. Dr. Majali 
was quoted as saying. 

“I do not see any political 
changes coming up that re- 
quire a change of govern- 
ment. If a reshuffle is needed 
to ensure the King's confi- 
dence in the government, I 


can only say that confidence 
in the government is already 
granted. But if a reshuffle i$ 
desired to help stop further 
attacks on the government or 
any of the Cabinet members, 
I say the attacks would re- 
main and would continue 
against any government.'’ 

Mr. Faraaneh further 
quoted the prime minister as 
saying that Cabinet reshuffles 
are not necessarily good for 
the work of governments 
since they could confuse the 
public and impede govern- 
ment programmes. 

“I hope I would not be 
forced to carry out an ay 
Cabinet reshuffle,” the prime 
minister said. Mr. Faraaneh 
also quoted the prime minis- 
ter as saying it is true that all 
ministries have their own 
programmes and that a 
change of a minister does not 
affect these programmes.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister 
-of Culture Jumaa Hammad 
' has called on the entire Arab 
Nation to unite in the face of 
the challenges posed by the 
Arab-Israeb peace process. 

In an interview with A! 
Quds Press, Mr. Hammad 
said the current peace pro- 
cess was “the price Arabs are

“The Palestinian experi- 
ence under Arab-Israeli siege 
has given birth to a number 
of poets, induding Mahmoud 
Darwish and Samih Al 
Qasem,'’ the minister 
pointed out.

Mr. Hammad voiced con- 
cern over fears by Arab intel- 
lectuals about dangers of nor- 
malisation, noting that some 
of those intellectuals had 
been advocates for western 
culture. “We do not fear 
normalisation, but we fear 
deviation towards leisure and 
recreation culture, given the 
technological developments 
sweeping the world,” be said. 
Mr. Hammad called on Arab 
intellectuals to break away 
from the “hybrid” culture, 
saying that “this is the 
genuine answer for addres- 
sing fears about cultural nor- 
malisation.” 

The minister stressed that 
the change of culture and 
educational curricula were 
among the requirements of 
the peace process.

Shahak 
to head 
Israeli 
military 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Major- 
General Amnon Shahak, a 
decorated commando turned 
peace negotiator with foe 
Palestinians, was chosen as 
Israel's next military chief 
Sunday. 

The cabinet unanimously 
approved his nomination by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, who is also defence 
minister. Gen. Shahak, now 
deputy chief-of-staff, will re- 
place Lr. -Gen. Ehud Barak 
in January for a three-year 
term. 

The appointment of Gen. 
Shahak, 50, is no surprise. 

He was the top peace nego- 
tiator with the Palestine li- 
beration Organistion (PLO) 
in six months of talks that led 
to the establishment of 
Palestinian autonomy in the 
Gaza Strip and Jericho in 
May. developing a personal 
rapport with bis counterparts 
and winning their respect. 

The peace talks capped a 
military career that reflected 
the sweeping changes in 
Israel’s relations with the 
Palestinians. 

As intelligence chief in 
1988, Gen. Shahak made 
headlines by assessing that 
the Tunis-based PLO, then 
outlawed by Israel and ruled 
out as a negotiating partner, 
was foe only viable Palesti- 
nian leadership. 

That same year, however, 
be was widely believed to 
have masterminded foe assas- 
sination of the popular 
Palestinian military chief, 
Khalil Wazir, in Tunis. 

As a commando officer, 
Gen. Shahak was a leader of 
a daring raid into the heart of 
Beirut in 1973 which des- 
troyed foe headquarters of a 
PLO faction, the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, killing its top com- 
manders and dozens of guer- 
rillas. 

Gen. Shahak, considered 
close to Mr. Rabin, has held 
most major commands in the 
Israeli army. He was com- 
mander of the occupied West 
Bank in 1983 and military 
intelligence chief from 1986 
until becoming deputy chief- 
of-staff in 1991. 

Mr. Shahak will need his 
reputed versatility in adapt- 
ing the military to new chal- 
lenges like long-range missile 
threats and Islamic fun- 
damentalism. 

Israel may also be on 
the verge of ceding territories 
that formed its strategic buf- 
fer in the West Bank and' 
Golan Heights — which 
could fling the army into an 
unprecedented confrontation 
with more than 100,000 
Israeli settlers in those, areas. 

Gen. Shahak is a graduate 
of the army’s defence college 
and the marine command and 
staff college in foe United 
States. 

He recently acknowledged 
suffering from leukemia 
several years ago, but main- 
tained he nowhadaclean bill 
of health. 

Gen. Shahak’s easy going 
but reclusive manner helped 
him emerge unscathed from 
potential scandal several 
years ago when he left his 
longtime wife and mother of 
three children for a youthful 
defence reporter. He has two 
children from his second 
wife. 

One of his sons is currently 
a mercenary training troops 
in Congo, Africa.

Finney, the state's 
42nd governor and first 
woman to win foe seat, said 
in her arrival statement, “We 
have complementary com- 
modities for the two coun- 
tries that we can join 
together. In addition I would 
Bite to see cultural and educa- 
tional exchanges. We have 
students coming to universi- 
ties in Kansas, so I believe 
foe friendship we, of foe U.S, 
have enjoyed with foe people 
of Jordan and with your lead- 
ers, is something we can en- 
hance, expand and look for- 
ward to a bright future.” 

Mrs. Finney was welcomed 
at Queen Alia International 
airport by Minister of Supply 
Adel Qudah.

Austrian 
coalition 
loses heavily 

VIENNA (AP) — The gov- 
erning coalition lost heavily 
Sunday in elections that 
furthered foe rise of Joerg 
Haider, a right-wing populist 
trading on xenophobic rhe- 
toric and a telegenic pre- 
sence. 

The two governing parties 
— Austria's largest — 
seemed likely to maintain 
their coalition. But they lost 
their two-thirds majority in 
parliament for foe first time 
since 1945. 

Mr. Haider, head of the 
Freedom Party, dominated 
the lackluster campaign with 
his folksy tirades against fore- 
igners, corruption and party 
politics and calls for law and 
order. 

Mr. Haider’s party gained 
42 seats in foe 183-seat legisl- 
ature, nine more than in the 
last elections in 1990. 

Mr. Haider had an easy 
target in the government 
coalition.

PLO urges peaceful solution 
as wary Israel watches Iraq 


GAZA CITY (AFP) — The 
Palestinians, who backed 
Baghdad in the 1991 Gulf 
war, took a cautious line Sun- 
day calling for a peaceful 
settlement in the Gulf as 
wary Israel kept a close eye 
on events. 

“We are very concerned 
about foe situation in the 
Gulf.” said foe Palestinian 
Authority's Cooperation 
Minister Nabil Shaath. 

“We hope it will not be 
exploited and that the two 
countries will reach a peace- 
ful settlement to all the prob- 
lems resulting from the Gulf 
war,” he said, reading a 
statement. 

“We consider that real 
'peace in the Giilf that 
guarantees Kuwaiti interests 
and security and brings secur- 
ity and normalcy to Iraq will 
be to foe benefit of the region 
and the whole world." 

Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, who paid 
dearly for his support of Iraq 
last time, told a delegation of 
Israeli left-wingers There 
would be no fighting. 

Iraq troop movements 
were “purely a show," foe 
general secretary of the 
Mapam party quoted Mr. 
Arafat as saying. 

The Iraqi rout in February 
1991 saw the expulsion of 
tens of thousands of Palesti- 
nian workers from Kuwait 
and the oil-rich Gulf states 
cut funds to foe PLO. 

During the war, Palesti- 
nians in foe occupied territor- 
ies. who were put under cur- 
few by Israel, took to roof- 
tops to cheer as Scud missiles 
hit Israel. 

The Gulf war led to a 
Middle East peace confer- 
ence in Madrid the following 
October, paving the way for 
foe 1993 autonomy deal be- 
tween Israel and the Palesti- 
nians. which hardline factions 
have rejected. 

Israel seemed to share Mr. 
Arafat's reported opinion 
that there would not be a new 
conflict and officials sought 
to reassure a population 
marked by foe firing of 39 
Scud missiles. 

“In the light of past ex- 
perience it is imperative that 
we monitor very closely what 
is going on in the Gulf," said 
military chief of staff lieute- 
nant General Ehud Barak. 

“The possibility of a new 
invasion of Kuwait is very 


remote,” said Deputy De- 
fence Minister Mordechai 
Gut after foe cabinet heard 
an intelligence report. 

“The Iraqis are well aware 
of the risk they would run. 
They understand foe world 
will not accept it. Saddam 
Hussein is playing a game but 
be will not go beyond a cer- 
tain limit. 

“They don’t have many 
missiles left and it would be 
very difficult for them to 
launch missiles with any reg- 
ularity. In principle we are 
not involved,” Mr. Gur told 
reporters. 

Military officials said Iraq 
was trying to pressure the 
United Nations into easing 
sanctions. The U.N. Security 
Council meets Monday to 
discuss the sanctions and 
long-term monitorfing of 
Iraq’s weapons. 

The army has previously 
warned that the day sanc- 
tions were lifted a countdown 
would start leading to Bagh- 
dad arming itself with non- 
conventional weapons. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres branded President Sad- 
dam “half-crazed," but the 
troop movements were de- 
signed as a “show” to build 
his prestige in foe Arab 
World. 

Mr. Peres urged Israel not 
to fear renewed missile 
attacks. 

Yitzhak Shamir, who was 
prime minister during the 
war, told Israel radio: “We 
have to be on our guard and 
be ready to face any conting- 
ency because it is difficult to 
know where foe madness of 
Saddam Hussein will lead." 

He criticised foe U.S. fai- 
lure to overthrow the Iraqi 
regime. 

During the 1991 war, two 
Israelis died from the Iraqi 
bombardment which dam- 
aged hundreds of houses in 
Tel Aviv and the northern 
town of Haifa. 

A Palestinian group in 
Kuwait meanwhile conde- 
mned the Iraqi build-up near the 
border, saying it could only harm 
Arabs in general and Palestinians 
in particular. 

The Palestinian Commun- 
ity Council, representing a 
small community that re- 
mained in Kuwait after foe 
1991 Gulf war, pledged to 
back foe emirate against Iraqi 
threats. 

“The council decided to 
condemn the Iraqi threats 


and every thing that would 
affect the sovereignty of 
Kuwait or threaten its secur- j 
try and foe security of its 
people,” foe council said in a I 
statement. 

“The community's council 
... puts itself, with the 
Palestinian community as a 
whole, in the same trench 
with the Kuwaiti brothers in 
defending the sovereignty of 
a sisterly Arab state that has 
for long given and sacrificed 
for foe causes of foe Arab 
Nation in general and the 
Palestinian issue in particu- 
lar.” 

The council is foe only 
known body representing 
Kuwait's small Palestinian 
population, which official fi- 
gures released in April had 
put at about 7,100. Some 
analysts say the actual num- 
ber might be as high as 
20 , 000 . 

“The community's council 
... regards these (Iraqi) 
threats as cementing divisions 
and differences and weaken- 
ing foe position of Arabs m 
general and Palestinians in 
particular," it said. 

Shfites fear attack 

In Tehran, an Iraqi opposi- 
tion group said Baghdad was 
set to launch h new military 
offensive against ShfiCe Mus- 
lim strongholds in southern 


Iraq. 

Tne Supreme Council of 
foe Islamic Revolution in 
Iraq (SCIRI) said the army 
had been deployed in 
strength over the past three 
days in villages near the 
southern provinces of Basra, 
Al Naariyah and Al Ama rah. 

The troops, backed by 
heavy artillery and missOe- 
and rocket-launchers, in- 
tended to “attack positions 
of the opposition” in marsh- 
lands in foe region, it said. 

On Saturday SCIRI re- 
ported heavy movements of 
troops and artillery in south- 
ern Iraq, where several roads 
from Baghdad have been 
closed to all but military traf- 
fic. 

It said troops on foe border 
with Kuwait had been put on 
alert along with military de- 
pots around foe country. 

Baghdad crushed a Shiite 
Muslim rebellion following 
Iraq's defeat in the Gulf war 
in February 1991, but some 
Shiites hiding out in foe mar- 
shes continued to form pock- 
ets of resistance. 


Khaled Al Hassan remembered 
as leading moderate in PLO

AMMAN — Khaled Al Has- 
san, foe prominent Palesti- 
nian figure who passed away 
on Saturday, is remembered 
as an outstanding moderate 
figure in the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) 
leadership who enjoyed good 
relati ons with all PLO fac- 
tions despite p6EucaT(fiffex=~ 
ences. 

Many Palestinians held 
him in high esteem and saw in 
him a leader equal in stature 
with Yasser Arafat, foe PLO 
chairman, with whom he bad 
serious differences over the 
PLO’s approach to peace 
with Israel. 

Those differences led Mr. 
Hassan to move to Rabat 
from Tunis, where foe PLO 
was headquartered until Mr. 
Arafat shifted to foe Gaza 
Strip following the imple- 
mentation of foe autonomy 
accord with Israel in May. 

Mr. Hassan, who will be 
laid to rest in Rabat today, 
was one of the founding lead- 
ers of Fateh in the early 60s 
along with Mr. Arafat and 
the late Khalil Al Wazir and 
Sal ah Khalaf. 

He was bora in Haifa in 
1928 and moved to Lebanon 
when his family was forced to 
leave Palestine when the 


state of Israel was created. 
He lived in Lebanon for some 
time before moving to Syria. 
He also lived in Kuwait for 
some time and bad developed 
excellent relations with foe 
Kuwaiti government. 

Palestinians used to de- 
scribe him as a pro-Kuwaiti 
who also had good relations 

with most other Golf govern- 
ments. — — — 

Mr. Hassan was a member 
of foe Executive Committee 
of the PLO between 1967 and 
1974 representing Fateh in 
foe decision-making body of 
foe organisation. 

Since the founding of 
Fateh until his death. Mr. 
Hassan was a member of foe 
Central Committee of the 
mainstream PLO faction and 
actively participated in every 
political decision taken by the 
group: 

Mr. Hassan, who was on 
very friendly terms with lead- 
ers of foe hardline factions 
such as foe Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine 
and the Democratic Front for 
foe liberation of . Palestine, 
was also instrumental in solv-

ticism of Mr. Arafat. This led 
to serious strains in relations 
with the PLO chairman and 
hence Mr. Hassan's decision 
to shift from Tunis to Rabat, 
according to Palestinians who 
knew the deceased well.

Arafat throughout foe crises 
foe PLO chairman suffered 
and survived after ass umin g 
the helm of foe PLO in 1968.

DENVER. Colorado (AFP) 
— A woman obsessed with 
Congressman Joseph Ken- 
nedy threatened to kill him 
after he ignored 16 passion- 
ate letters she wrote him, a 
court was told here. Melissa 
Keety, 27, admitted Friday 
malting foe threats, saying 
she bad fallen in love with 
Kennedy. 42, when she lived 
in Boston, Massachusetts. 
After waiting for two months 
for a response to her letters, 
she wrote, “I am going to kill 
you... you have ruined my 
life.” She would “blow up 
your whole family,” Ms. 
Keely said, before writing the 
next day, “I do not want to 
kill you. 1 have been obses- 
sed.” She is liable to a sent- 
ence of up to five years in jail 
and a fine of $250,000. Mr. 
Kennedy is the son of Robert 
Kennedy, late brother of for- 
mer President John F. Ken- 
nedy. He is Tunning in Mas- 
sachusetts for re-election to 
the House of Representatives 
next month. 

New York wine 
auction brings 
record $1. 5m 

NEW YORK (R) — Hun- 
dreds of wine lovers battled 
for some of foe world's most 
coveted vintages, bidding a 
record $1.5 million at auc- 
tion, including $17,250 for a 
124-year-old bottle of Red 
Bordeaux, Sotheby’s auction 
house said. “It's a record for 
a commercial wine auction in 
foe United States," said Sere- 
na Sutdiffe, head of foe In- 
ternational Wine Depart- 
ment of Sotheby's Manhattan 
Brandi. “People Sew in from 
South America and sent writ- 
ten bids from around the 
world,” said Ms. Sutcliffe, 
who said that 15.000 bottles 
were sold during foe eight- 
hour auction. She said an 
Asian buyer, whom she re- 
fused to identify, snatched up 
the Magnum of Red Bor- 
deaux, a Chateau Lafite 
1870. “I know him and think 
he will probably open it with 
friends,” she said, rather 
than letting it age further. 
“It's one of foe greatest vin- 
tages of foe past century,” 
she said, adding that the 
weather was perfect in 1870 
— “a warm summer and very 
little rain at foe time foe 
grapes were picked.” “For 
foe first 50 years of its life, 
foe Lafite 1870s, dnd other 
1870s, were very rough and 
powerful,” she said. 

Old books worth 
$1m stolen from 
university 

NEW YORK (AFP) — A 
total of 22 rare books and 
manuscripts worth an esti- 
mated $1 million were stolen 
from a specialist library at 
Columbia University earlier 
this year, authorities said 
Saturday. They included a 
bull (decree) of Pope Inno- 
cent m dated 1202, a Latin 
translation of a treatise of 
Euclid of around 1300, a 
Book of Hours of around 
1490, a 15th century Saint 
John's Gospel and eight 
century-old Arab or Persian 
works. Hie FBI is investigat- 
ing the theft, which was disc- 
overed in June but not made 
public immediately in the 
hope that the books might be 
returned incognito. Col- 
umbia's rare books library 
contains more than half a 
million volume and 28 million 
manuscripts. 

Queen Mother

LONDON (R) — The Queen 
Mother accidently caught a 
couple making love during a 
tour, of an aristocrat’s home, 
British newspapers reported 
Saturday.
